Has mental illness ever touched 
your home? It is one of the sad- 
dest afflictions that can befall a 
family, and there are so few to 
whom we can turn for help or un- 
derstanding at such times. It is so 
satisfying for Christians to help 
the poor, or to give for missionary 
work—but to give solely because 
the love of Christ and pity for the 
most wretched of men constrain 
us is after all the most unselfish 
form of giving. 

Our Gospel worker in Greece, 
Brother Charles, writes as follows: 
“I went to the public Mental Hos- 
pital of Athens, where I handed 
out tracts and devotional booklets 
to the patients and staff. The 
sight was horrible. One can see 
there the tragic plight of man and 
the results of sin. Men and 
women, some dressed in rags and 
others almost naked, hungry and 
desolate, live just like animals. 
The State assistance is very small 
and individual relief almost non- 
existent. A doctor said to me, 
‘Where are the religious philan- 
thropic organizations? Nobody 
comes here or has ever cared for 
these unfortunate creatures. If you 
represent any religious organiza- 
tion, please do make an appeal for 
clothing. You see their rags and 
nakedness. Even in winter they 
have only one blanket on their 
beds.’ ” 

“Nobody cares.” Is that true? 
Doesn’t your heart ache at the 
miserable condition of these poor 
folk for whom Christ died? Christ 
cared, and we as Christians surely 
cannot do less. If you will help us 
to send food, clothing and blan- 
kets to these poor unfortunates, 
along with New Testaments and 
tracts, who knows but the very 
evidence of your caring may be 
the opening wedge to let the light 
of the Gospel shine into some 
darkened minds? You may help

However, for an example of the "goon squad" tactics she employs with immunity 
here in America, we print the following letter that came to our desk a few 
days ago: 


"On the night of July 31, 0. C. Lambert was scheduled to speak in Battle Creek 
[Michigan] on Roman Catholicism for a congregation of the Church of Christ, of 


which he is a member of many years standing. While the meeting was _in progress, 


three priests and some forty of their followers, including Lt. S 
of the local police force entered the building and proceeded to break up the 
meeting. 


"The local police were called but they would have nothing to do with the 
incident and Governor Williams was called. He referred the complaint to the 
State Police who came to the building the following evening and there was no 
further disturbance. 


"We intend to carry this problem to the President and even to the Supreme 
Court if necessary, for there is much more involved than this particular 
incident. That in itself would be a minor thing, but as you so well know, it 
portends a threat, not only to our liberties, but also to our very lives. 

"I enjoy your magazine very much and am glad we have such agencies to 
enlighten a sleeping public."

Militant Protestantism 


hy IS a matter of record that the 
conditions which prevailed throughout Europe be- 
fore the time of Martin Luther set the stage for 
the Protestant Reformation. The Roman Church 
had so deviated from the teachings of Christ that 
the abuses and moral corruption of the clergy 
were universal with but few exceptions; the privi- 
lege of selling indulgences and other ecclesiastical 
functions was highly prized and led to such bitter 
rivalries and jealous feuds among the pope’s le- 
gions that their scandals made them a by-word 
among the people; and the vassals of the Roman 
system were taxed beyond their power to pay, to 
the extent that they were no longer merely pledged 
to Rome but had literally become the slaves of the 
Roman Church. 

Reform was inevitable if the crushing tide 
of evil was to be stopped. 

It was the aim of the reformers to restore 
to the world once more the pristine purity of the 
Gospel and to present the Lord Jesus Christ as 
the only and sufficient Saviour of the world. The 
spirit of Protestantism has ever since prevailed, 
and wherever its influence has reached, people 
have benefited spiritually, morally, and materially. 

In this month when Protestant churches 
commemorate the Reformation, it is timely that 
we should be reminded of our heritage from those 
who led the way in breaking Rome’s strangle-hold 
upon the minds, the hearts, and the lives of men. 


UNITY IN DIVERSITY 


One of the outstanding marks of Protestant- 
ism is its unity in diversity. This is a characteristic 
inherent to its very nature, but unfortunately, is 
poorly understood by many of its beneficiaries. 

This diversity creates and stimulates free- 
dom of action within the limits of what is right 
before God and men. The dissenting groups of 
congregations, when released from their Roman 
shackles, learn for the first time the blessings of 
freedom of expression. Diversity blocks the road 
to any religious monopoly, and prevents any man 
from standing in the place of God to rule the com- 
munity with that authoritarian despotism that in 
the lexicon of the Roman Church is called “papal 
infallibility.” 

In this concept of Protestantism there is 
no room for anyone with the investiture of a pope, 
and for this very reason, organic unity is a foreign 
element to Protestantism. The lack of organic 
unity is the strength, not the weakness, of Prot- 
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estantism and assures to us our freedom before 
God. The philosopher-historian Draper reminds us 
that our legacy from the Reformation has in- 
creased in value and continued to develop to its 
highest, most beneficial form here in America 
because of this very diversity. He says: 


The history of the Reformation does not 
close, as many European authors have imag- 
ined, in a balanced and final distribution of 
the north and south between the Protestant 
and the Catholic. The predestined issue of 
sectarian differences and dissensions is indi- 
vidual liberty of thought. So long as there was 
one vast, overshadowing, intolerant corpora- 
tion, every man must bring his understanding 
to its measure, and think only as it instructed 
him to do. As soon as dissenting confessions 
gathered sufficient military power to maintain 
their right of existence—as soon as from 
them, in turn, incessant offshoots were put 
forth, toleration became not only possible, but 
inevitable, and that is perhaps as far as the 
movement has at this time advanced in Eu- 
rope. 

But Macaulay and others who have treat- 
ed of the Reformation have taken too limited 
a view of it, supposing that this was its point 
of arrest. 

It made another enormous stride when, at 
the American Revolution, the State and the 
Church were solemnly and openly dissevered 
from one another. Now might the vaticina- 
tions of the prophets of evil expect to find 
credit; a great people had irrevocably broken 
off its politics from its theology, and it might 
surely have been expected that the unbridled 
interests, and instincts, and passions of men 
would have dragged everything into the abyss 
of anarchy. 

Yet what do we, who are living nearly a 
century after that time, find the event to be? 
Sectarian decomposition, passing forward to 
its last extreme, is the process by which in- 
dividual mental liberty is engendered and 
maintained. A grand and imposing religious 
unity implies tyranny to the individual; the 
increasing emergence of sects gives him in- 
creasing latitude of thought—with their 
utmost multiplication he gains his utmost 
liberty. 






In this respect, unity and liberty are in 
opposition; as the one diminishes, the other 
increases. The Reformation broke down unity; 
it gave liberty to masses of men grouped to- 
gether in sufficient numbers to insure their 
position; it is now invisibly, but irresistibly 
making steps, never to be stayed until there 
is an absolute menta] emancipation for man. 

Great revolutions are not often accom- 
plished without much suffering and many 
crimes. It might have been supposed before 
the event, perhaps it is supposed by many 
who are not privileged to live among the last 
results, that this decomposition of religious 
faith must be to the detriment of personal and 
practical piety. Yet America, in which of all 
countries, the Reformation at the present mo- 
ment has farthest advanced, should offer to 
thoughtful men much encouragement. Its 
cities are filled with churches built by volun- 
tary gifts; its clergy are voluntarily sustained, 
and are, in all directions, engaged in enter- 
prises of piety, education, mercy. What a dif- 
ference between their private lives and that 
of ecclesiastics before the Reformation! 

Not, as in the old times, does the layman 
look upon them as the cormorants and curse 
of society; they are his faithful advisers, his 
honored friends; under whose suggestion and 
supervision are instituted educational estab- 
lishments, colleges, hospitals, whatever can be 
of benefit to men in this life, or secure for 
them happiness in the life to come. (History 
of the Intellectual Development of Europe, 
Vol. II, John William Draper, Harper & 
Brothers, New York, 1876.) 


ANTITHESIS OF PROTESTANTISM 


Unfortunately, Protestants themselves at 
times succumb to a superficial criticism of our lack 
of organic unity without realizing that it is the 
safeguard of our liberty in Christ. We deplore the 
fact that in some isolated quarters there exist ideas 
and ambitions to establish a “super-church” with 
a Protestant hierarchy and its well constituted 
ecclesiastical army. This will never happen as long 
as Christian Protestants remain loyal to the prin- 
ciples upon which Protestantism was founded. 

There is an essential and vast difference 
between organic unity, the boast of the Roman 
Church, and spiritual unity, which identifies Prot- 
estant Christianity. Organic unity produces a ma- 
chine which is an end unto itself. Its components 
have no inherent value of their own, no minds nor 
will to function, nor purpose to fulfill. Assembled, 
they are still no more than parts of a machine. 

Spiritual unity on the other hand, the unity 
of the one true church of Jesus Christ, binds the 
hearts of all under the one Head, the Lord Jesus 
Christ, while at the same time preserving the in- 
dividuality of each member. Just as a society, com- 
posed of different groups, each with its own per- 
sonality and voice and mannerisms and its own 
identifying features is made into one community 
which coordinates its work and harmonizes its 
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functions, even so the body of Christ is identified 
by certain features which must be recognized. 
There may be many members, with different per- 
sonalities and voices and mannerisms and they 
may be called by different names such as Luther- 
ans, Baptists, Methodists, Pentecostals or Presby- 
terians, yet they are spiritually united in their 
adherence to the basic truths of the Word of God, 
the fundamental doctrines of the faith, and the 
theological principles set forth in Scripture. The 
apostle Paul pictures this spiritual unity in these 
words: 

“T therefore, the prisoner of the Lord, be- 
seech you that ye walk worthy of the vocation 
wherewith ye are called. With all lowliness and 
meekness, with longsuffering, forbearing one an- 
other in love; endeavoring to keep the unity of the 
Spirit in the bond of peace. 

“There is one body, and one Spirit, even as 
ye are called in one hope of your calling; one Lord, 
one faith, one baptism, one God and Father of all, 
who is above all, and through all, and in you all.” 
(Eph. 4:1-6) 


There are also those, fortunately just a few, 
who seem to suffer from a senile nostalgia for the 
Roman Catholic Church. These are foolish men 
who choose to walk in darkness. They cannot see 
the right path because they have chosen to be 
blind to the evils of the Roman Church, both past 
and present. 

Both of these concepts, the desire for a 
Protestant “super-church” and the desire for union 
with the Vatican, are the antitheses of Protes- 
tantism and would destroy the very thing that gave 
life to the Reformation. 


MANKIND'S DEBT TO THE REFORMATION 


We admit that the Reformation of the Mid- 
dle Ages was an unfinished work as far as its 
external frame is concerned. The work was not 
completed while the reformers were struggling 
with enemies within and without. But in the course 
of years, under the guidance of the Holy Spirit, 
God’s people became adjusted to their liberty in 
Christ and gave it expression in conformity with 
the supreme rule of faith and conduct, the Word of 
God as revealed in the Scriptures. 

No one can deny the fact that the Reforma- 
tion was the greatest, most phenomenal] and benefi- 
cent step toward the concept of life that Christ 
intended for His Church. The Reformation brought 
about outstanding changes in the world’s whole 
structure of civilization. 

SPIRITUALLY, it abolished the sacerdotal 
mediation between God and men which hitherto 
had made the priest the arbiter of life and death 
wherever Rome held sway. It established the fun- 
damental doctrine of man’s free, personal access 
to God and the furgiveness of his sins through the 
sole efficacy of the sacrifice of Christ upon the cross 
at Calvary and the sufficient mediation of Jesus 
Christ, the only Advocate for men before God. 

POLITICALLY, it established democracy un- 
known to the world before the Reformation. It 
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created a new system of government and perme- 
ated it with stability and justice. The Government 
of the United States of America and the American 
Constitution are refined products of the spirit of 
Protestantism. Webster declared that the town- 
meeting and representative government go back to 
the Protestant pulpit in the Swiss city of Geneva. 
Emerson said that the Puritan pulpits were “the 
springs of American liberty.” 

SOCIALLY, the Reformation established the 
principle of equal rights for all men. It elevated 
men and women to their present level of dignity 
and respect. Justice with harmony between capital 
and labor is possible today because the Reforma- 
tion restored to man his individual dignity and 
liberated him from serfdom. Daniel Webster asked 
the question: “Where have the life-giving waters 
of civilization ever spring up, save in the track of 
the Christian ministry?” 

MATERIALLY, the Reformation opened the 
way to new life and hope to those who previously 
had been in bondage to a feudal past. Servility was 
condemned. With the Reformation men ceased to 
be slaves and women started lifting up their heads. 
It gave impetus to the spirit of free enterprise and 
as a result, factories began to operate, cities have 
been built and the standard of living for all the 
heirs of the Reformation has steadily been elevated. 

In contrast, consider the lives of those who 
still live under the heel of Rome in lands that were 
not touched by the Reformation. 

But with all these glories that the Reforma- 
tion brought to mankind, we are now facing a 
crisis brought about by Protestant men and wo- 
men who have grown up ignoring their birthrights. 
They have forgotten that they are what they are 
only because of their heritage. This crisis is ac- 
centuated by compromise, blindness, and a type of 
so-called “liberalism” that is closer to paganism 
than it is to Christianity. 

These are not part of genuine Protestant- 
ism. They are the bastard influences and parasiti- 
cal growths that are debilitating its life, and any 
of these tendencies is of necessity, repudiated by 
all true sons and daughters of the Reformation. 

Farrar admonished America with these 
words: “It was not for nothing . . . the humble 
traders of a fugitive people snatched the New 
World from Feudalism and bigotry, from Philip II 
and Louis XIV, from Menendez and from Mont- 
calm, from the Jesuit and the Inquisition, from 
Torquemada and from Richelieu, to make it the 
land of the Reformation and the Republic of 
Christianity and of Peace. ‘Let us auspicate all our 
proceedings in America,’ said Edmund Burke, ‘with 
the old Church cry, sursum corda!’ But it is for 
America to live up to the spirit of such words, not 
merely to quote them with profound enthusiasm. 
We have heard of— 

New times, new climes, 
new lands, new men, but still 
The same old tears, old crimes, 
and oldest ill. 


“It is for America to falsify the cynical 
foreboding.” (From Modern Eloquence, Vol. VIII) 
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What is our task for the future? Is Prot- 
estantism living up to either its heritage or its 
mission? Is Protestantism upheld in all its values 
by the heirs of the Reformation? Is Protestantism 
presented from our Protestant pulpits today? 

Only a militant Protestantism can save 
America and the world. The Roman Church will 
form an alliance with any man or power that will 
give her dominion and influence. Now is the time 
that Protestants must unite spiritually in the com- 
mon faith that has made us what we are. We 
charge all men to be mindful of the sacredness and 
the responsibility of our position today. 

What God declares in His Word, only the 
Protestant churches are free to obey. What Christ 
commanded to His people belongs to the Protestant 
churches of our day. The promise of the Holy 
Spirit is for the sons and daughters of the Refor- 
mation and as we commemorate this, another an. 
niversary of that noble event, we might repeat the 
words of Christ Himself as the only light in this 
chaotic world: “I am the way, the truth, and the 
life: no man cometh unto the Father, but by me.” 
(John 14:6) 


The Crowded Road 


Won TODAY WE SEE A REVIVAL of 
the modes and fashions of the “roaring twenties,” we 
see no parallel revival of the philosophies that developed 
and became popular during those same years. The non- 
Christian ideologies may be more numerous today, but 
they are not causing the same reaction as they did a 
generation ago, and the world largely ignores them. 

Instead, we see a wave of popular religion under 
the general guise of Christianity sweeping the nations 
and confusing the soul of mankind. It has about as much 
substance and durability as the sack dress, and when 
the millions who have adopted its stultifying creed of 
conformity become bored with it they will abandon it 
just as quickly. 

Jesus warned against popular religious movements 
with these words: “Go in by the narrow gate. For the 
wide gate has a broad road which leads to disaster, and 
there are many people going that way. The narrow gate 
and the hard road lead out into life, and only a few are 
finding it.” (Matt. 7:13, 14; Phillips translation, The 
Macmillan Co., N. Y. 1958) 

The wide gate Jesus spoke of, so accessible to the 
multitudes and glamorous in appearance, is in reality a 
tawdry thing. Its glitter and convenience appeal to the 
superficial soul satisfied with its own righteousness and 
content to wear the external adornments of a Christian 
life which can be imitated, but never duplicated. The 
wide gate attracts and the crowd responds, not knowing 
or caring that it opens upon the road whose end is 
destruction. 

Today as never before, the broad road is crowded. 
The travellers on its course are not necessarily identified 
as the reprobates and the drunkards, the thieves and the 
murderers, the addicts and the sadists and the throng of 
evil characters one associates with the end of that road. 
Mingled with the recognizable host of the condemned 
are those professing a religious respectability designed 
to fool themselves and their contemporaries. But they 
have forgotten the fact that they cannot fool God, for 
as Paul so conclusively wrote: “Be not deceived; God is 
not mocked: for whatsoever a man soweth, that shall he 
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The sin of deceit and hypocrisy is as abominable 
in the sight of God as any other and merits the same 
reward. “For the wages of sin is death,” (Rom. 6:23) 
Paul warns, and Jesus scorned the professing religious 
men of His day as “whited sepulchres, full of dead men’s 
bones.” In Proverbs 15:9 we read: “The way of the 
wicked is an abomination unto the Lord.” 

Truly Scripture is plain and outspoken regarding 
those who enter the wide gate and travel the broad road 
to its end which is destruction, for “with the breath of 
his lips shall he slay the wicked.” (Isa. 11:4) 


THE ONLY WAY 

Jesus had no words of encouragement for those 
who were, and are today, looking for an easy way to 
live the Christian life. The gift of God, which is eternal 
life by the grace of God through faith in the Lord Jesus 
Christ, is free to all who will simply accept it, but by its 
very simplicity it becomes a stumbling-block to the proud 
and the self-sufficient. 

The soul entering through the narrow gate must 
leave behind every vestige of his own efforts. There is 
not room for him and his pride, for him and his tar- 
nished rags of self-righteousness. Rather, he must enter 
in abject humility and contrition, in utter dependence 
upon God, who will clothe him in robes of righteousness 
provided by Jesus Christ, the only garment entirely 
adequate for his journey along the hard road ahead. 

To those willing to accept the grace of God so 
freely extended, the gate opens easily, and though the 
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road ahead is a difficult one to travel, we have the as- 
surance of the Word that we do not travel alone. Our 
God has promised: “Fear thou not; for I am with thee: 
be not dismayed; for I am thy God: I will strengthen 
thee; yea, I will help thee; yea, I will uphold thee with 
the right hand of my righteousness.” (Isa. 41:10) 

The early Christians were called the “followers of 
the Way.” They knew the fellowship of Jesus along a 
hard road that often led to a martyr’s grave. But they 
had such supreme confidence in the One who said: “I 
will never leave thee, nor forsake thee,” that they were 
willing to suffer death for His sake. 

They knew that the grave is not the end of the 
hard road but the entrance to a new life in Christ. They 
understood His message of hope to all who will receive 
it: “In my Father’s house are many mansions: if it were 
not so, I would have told you. I go to prepare a place 
for you. And if I go and prepare a place for you, I will 
come again and receive you unto myself; that where I 
am, there ye may be also. And whither I go ye know, 
and the way ye know.” (John 6:2-4) 

While there is yet time, in the words of Paul we 
plead with those who have heedlessly followed the crowd 
along the broad way, “that they should repent and turn 
to God, and do works meet for repentance.” (Acts 
26:20) For the narrow gate is a door of mercy now 
open but soon to shut and it will no longer be possible 
to say, “Whosoever will, let him take the water of life 
freely.” (Rev. 22:20) 
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First a Voter, Then a Christian! 


Evangelical Christianity has 
often been accused of being so 
heavenly minded that it is no 
earthly good. The accusation is 
not without foundation. Bible be- 
lieving Christians are forced to 
admit that they find it difficult to 
reach the place of balance be- 
tween their heavenly citizenship 
and their earthly responsibilities. 
This is particularly true in re- 
spect to the social and political 
implications of the Gospel. In the 
same breath, it can be claimed 
that most of the education and 
medical enterprises that have 
grown up on the mission fields 
of the world were started by men 
and women whose first love was 
Christ and the Bible. 

Having said this, we must con- 
cede that far too many evangeli- 
cals are careless about the social 
implications of the Gospel. As Dr. 
Carl F. H. Henry has suggested, 
fundamentalism carries with it 
an uneasy conscience in this be- 
half. This is most vividly illus- 
trated in the matter of the Chris- 
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tian’s responsibility to vote. Even 
in cases of propositions in which 
distinct moral issues are at stake, 
the church has often taken on a 
“see no evil, hear no evil” atti- 
tude. 

It is a fact that many Protes- 
tants are first Republicans or 
Democrats and then Christians. 
Party politics comes first and 
then Christianity. Party politics 
often overshadows moral convic- 
tions and sometimes even hides 
God from view. This is the atti- 
tude of those who claim to be 
Christians, yet vote a straight 
ticket in any election regardless 
of the fact that there are men 
running for office who are un- 
qualified or who uphold that 
which is contrary to the teaching 
of God’s Word. 

For example, in the 1956 elec- 
tion, Mr. James Roosevelt, of the 
much divorced Franklin D. 
Roosevelt family, was seeking 
office in our United States Con- 
gress representing a district in 
California. At the same time, his 


second wife was seeking a divorce 
from him. Newspaper headlines 
revealed the fact that Mr. Roose- 
velt’s unfaithfulness to his fami- 
ly had involved him in immoral 
relations with at least six other 
women. 

As expected, the world winked 
at this. It saw no relationship be- 
tween a man’s unfaithfulness to 
his family and faithfulness to 
government; nor between moral 
responsibilities in his home and 
in politics. In spite of Mr. Roose- 
velt’s flagrant disregard for mor- 
al standards, he was elected to 
office. Sadly enough, many of his 
votes came from Christian people 
who were first Democrats and 
then Christians. 

The same picture was present- 
ed to view again in 1956 at the 
Democratic convention. Senator 
John Kennedy, a devout Roman 
Catholic, came within thirty- 
eight and a half votes of receiv- 
ing the nomination for Vice- 
President, in spite of the fact 
that no Vice-President is ever 
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more than a heartbeat away from 
the Presidency. It was the “Bible 
belt” and Southern Baptist votes 
of men who are first Democrats 
and then Christians that helped 
to put him there. 

In the forthcoming November 
elections, Attorney Edmund G. 
“Pat” Brown is the Democratic 
nominee for the governorship of 
California. Mr. Brown and his 
wife are Roman Catholics and it 
is reported that their son is pre- 
paring to become a Jesuit. Chris- 
tians then, who vote for Brown 
as the next governor of the State 
of California will vote for Ro- 
man Catholicism and all of the 
intrigue for which it stands. 
Nevertheless, there will be a large 
number of Christian people in 
California who are first Demo- 
ecrats and then Christians, and 
who will cast their ballots in his 
favor. 


This is not to imply that one 
political party is any worse than 
the other. The issue must not be 
a party issue. Each candidate 
should stand on his own merits 
and be judged thereon. The true 
Christian is obliged to consider 
the moral, ethical and spiritual 
qualifications of each respective 
candidate, regardless of party 
affiliation. 

The Scriptural position is to 
render “honor to whom honor is 
due.” This would exclude the 
Christian from voting for candi- 
dates whose known political posi- 
tion or moral condition is contrary 
to Christian standards. Admit- 
tedly, there are cases in which 
the Christian voter is left with 
nothing better than a choice be- 
tween the lesser of two evils. 


The prophets of old openly re- 
buked unqualified candidates and 
unworthy rulers. The answer of 
the early church to those who 
tried to silence her by intrigue 
and pressure was, “We ought to 
obey God rather than man.” 

It was this same spirit that 
brought about the Reformation 
and even the American Revolu- 
tion. When the Christian hides 
his light and refuses to speak out 
against the inroads of darkness, 
he invites moral degradation, po- 
litical corruption and a spiritual 
blackout.

IT WOULD BE GREATLY ADVAN- 
TAGEOUS, too, not to permit any- 
one infected with heresy to 
continue in the government, par- 
ticularly the supreme govern- 
ment, of any province or town, or 
in any judicial or honorary posi- 
tion. Finally, if it could but be 
set forth and made manifest to 
all, that the moment a man be 
convicted or held in grave sus- 
picion of heresy he may not be 
favored with honors or wealth 
but put down from these benefits! 
And if a few examples could be 
made, punishing a few with the 
penalty of their lives, or with the 
icss of property and exile, so that 
there cou!d be no mistake about 
the seriousness of the business of 
religion, this remedy would be so 
much more effective. 

All the public professors at the 
University of Vienna and at 
other universities, or who have 
government appointments there, 
if their reputation in affairs 
touching the Catholic religion is 
bad, ought, we feel, to be deprived 
of their posts. Our feeling is the 
same concerning rectors, direc- 
tors, and readers in _ private 
schools, to prevent their corrupt- 
ing the young, who are precisely 
those whom they should imbue 
with piety; hence it seems that 
under no circumstances should 
those of whom it is suspected that 
they are leading the young astray 
be tolerated there: much _ less 
those who are avowed heretics; 
and even those scholars who are 
seen not to lend themselves easily 
to redemption ought, it would 
seem, to be dismissed absolutely. 
All schoolteachers and_ tutors 
should have it clearly understood 
and proved by experience that 
there will be no room for them in 
the King’s domain unless they 
are, and give public proof of 
being, Catholic. 

It would be advisable that 
whatever heretical books might 
be found, on diligent search, in 
the possession of dealers or indi- 
viduals, should be burned or re- 
moved from all the provinces of 









the kingdom. The same may be 
said of books written by heretics, 
even when not heretical them- 
selves, such as those which treat 
of grammar or rhetoric or dia- 
lectic, books by Melanchthon and 
others, which it seems, ought to 
be cast aside utterly out of hatred 
toward the heresy of their au- 
thors; for it is bad even to name 
them and worse that young peo- 
ple should be attracted to them 
and swayed by the heretics who 
use such little works to this end; 
others more erudite, and free of 
this grave risk, can surely be 
found. 

It would also be of great profit 
to prohibit, under heavy penalty, 
the printing of any such book by 
any bookseller, or the inclusion 
of marginal notes written by 
heretical hands, which may con- 
tain some example or statement 
with taint of impious doctrine or 
the name of a heretical author. 
Would that it might likewise be 
forbidden to any dealer or any 
other, under the same penalties, 
to introduce such books, printed 
elsewhere, into the King’s do- 
main!... 

Of all rectors and public pro- 
fessors in universities and acade- 
mies, and likewise of rectors of 
private schools and schoolteach- 
ers as well, and even of tutors, 
it should be required that before 
being accepted in their posts they 
should all be found true Catho- 
lics, through examination or 
secret information, and should be 
recommended by the testimony 
of Catholics; and they should 
swear that they are and will al- 
ways be Catholic; and if any 
such men should be convicted of 
heresy, they should be severely 
punished if only on the grounds 
of perjury.

In recent years the propaganda 
department of the Knights of 
Columbus has spent huge sums 
of money for paid advertise- 
ments in leading secular news- 
papers and magazines to pro- 
pound, defend and glorify the 
Roman Catholic Church and her 
doctrines.

HONEY FOR THE FOOL 


The following is the introduc- 
tion to one of the many sponsored 
advertisements of the Knights 
of Columbus which has appeared 
in the newspapers of the coun- 
try: 

“No ... The Bible Is Not 

Our Sole Guide!” 

“Catholics have a genuine 
love and respect for the 
Bible. It could not be other- 
wise, for the Catholic Church 
is the Mother of the Bible. 

“But we do not agree with 
the modern theory that the 
Bible is the one and only 
source of religious truth...” 


The reader will observe that 
the theme of the article is stated 
in the title: “No ... The Bible 
Is Not Our Sole Guide!” Natural- 
ly, one would expect the priestly 
ghost writer to quickly develop 
and defend his thesis. Instead, 
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what does he do? Knowing full 
well that non-Catholic Protestant 
Americans believe that the Bible 
is the sole rule for faith and 
practice, and fearing that they 
would feel highly insulted by the 
title of the subject matter to be 
discussed, the author digresses. 


He immediately spells out an 
apology in the very first para- 
graph of his treatise; that is, he 
apologizes that his church, the 
Roman Church, should teach the 
exact opposite doctrine, the doc- 
trine that “the Bible is not our 
sole guide.” To make his apology 
sound convincing, he appeals to 
the sense of fair-play on the part 
of the non-Catholic Protestant 
public and thus persuades them 
to hold the Roman Church ex- 
cusable.

| GENERAL WITNESS

The Bible itself contains many 
references declaring that the 
Bible is indeed the Word of God, 
the Volume of the Law of God, 
the oracles of God; that it was 
actually written by God’s com- 
mand; that God spoke by the 
mouth of the Prophets; that it is 
a God-inspired book; that the 
written Word itself is inspired of 
God; that the Apostles and 
Evangelists spoke and wrote un- 
der the inspiration of God the 
Holy Spirit. 

For example: “And God said: 
Be light made. And light was 
made.” (Gen. 1:3)’ 


“And the Lord said to Moses: Write 
this for a memorial in a book, and de- 
liver it to the ears of Josue: for I will 
destroy the memory of Amalec from 
under heaven.” (Ex. 17:14) “You shall 
not add to the word that I speak to 
you, neither shall you take away from 
it: keep the commandments of the 
Lord your God which I command you.” 
(Deut, 4:2) “But the prophet, who be- 
ing corrupted with pride, shall speak 
in my name things that I did not com- 
mand him to say, or in the name of 
strange gods, shall be slain.” (Deut. 
18:20) “The spirit of the Lord hath 
spoken by me and his word by my 
tongue.” (II Kings 23:2) “Add not any 
thing to his words, lest thou be re- 
proved, and be found a liar.” (Prov. 
30:6) 

“But as to the resurrection of the 
dead, have you not read what was 
spoken to you by God, saying, I am the 
God of Abraham and the God of Isaac, 
and the God of Jacob?” (Matt. 22: 
31, 32)? “For I have not spoken on my 
own authority, but he who sent me, the 
Father, has given me commandment 
what I should say, and what I should 
declare. And I know that his command- 
ment is everlasting life. The things, 
therefore, that I speak, I speak as the 
Father has bidden me.” (John 12:49, 
50) “Which is manifested now through 
the writings of the prophets according 
to the precept of the eternal God, and 
made known to all the Gentiles to bring 





about obedience to faith.” (Rom. 16: 
25, 26) “And my speech and my 
preaching were not in the persuasive 
words of wisdom, but in the demon- 
stration of the Spirit and of power, 
that your faith might rest, not on the 
wisdom of men, but on the power of 
God.” (I Cor. 2:4, 5) 

“If anyone thinks that he is a proph- 
et or spiritual, let him recognize that 
the things I am writing to you are the 
Lord’s commandments. If anyone ig- 
nores this, he shall be ignored.” (J Cor. 
14:37) “And the Scripture, foreseeing 
that God would justify the Gentiles by 
faith, announced to Abraham before- 
hand, In thee shall all the nations be 
blessed.” (Gal. 3:8) “And take unto 
you the helmet of salvation and the 
sword of the spirit, that is, the word 
of God.” (Eph, 6:17) “All Scripture is 
inspired by God and useful for teach- 
ing, for reproving, for instructing in 
justice; that the man of God may be 
perfect, equipped for every good 
work.” (II Tim. 3:16, 17) “God, who 
at sundry times and in divers manners 
spoke in times past to the fathers by 
the prophets, last of all in these days 
has spoken to us by his Son.” (Heb. 
ist 


il 
HISTORICAL WITNESS 


Early non-Christian and Chris- 
tian historical data corroborate 
the above testimony of the Scrip- 
tures that God is the author of 
the Bible. During the lifetime of 
Christ, there were two contem- 
porary Jewish historians, Philo 
and Josephus, from whom we 
learn that the following beliefs 
were held universally among the 
Jewish people of their day: That 
God is the author of the Bible; 
That He is responsible for every 
minute detail of the text; That 
the Prophets wrote under the 
inspiration of God; and That the 
name of the Prophets is given to 
all the writers of the Old Testa- 
ment. Josephus writes: 

“We have not an innumerable 
multitude of books among. us, 
disagrecing from and contradict- 
ing one another (as the Greeks 
have), but only twenty-two 
books, which contain the records 
of all the past times; which are 
justly believed to be divine; and 
how firmly we have given credit 
to those books of our own nation 
is evident by what we do, for 
never, although so many ages 
have elapsed, has anyone dared 
either to take away or to add, or 
to transpose in these, anything 
whatever; for it is with all the 
Jews, as it were an inborn con- 
viction from their earliest in- 
fancy, to call them God’s teach- 
ing, to abide in them, and if 
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necessary, to die joyfully in 
maintaining them.” 

He says further, “They are 
given to us by the inspiration 
that comes from God; but as for 
the other books composed since 
the time of Artaxerxes, they are 
not thought worthy of a like 
faith.” (Contra Arion I, 7) 


EARLY CHRISTIANS 

The works of the early Chris- 
tians are replete with references 
confirming unequivocally the 
Scriptural doctrine on this ques- 
tion. Augustine writes: “Let us 
hear no more, I say this, you say 
that, instead, let us hear: the 
Lord says this. They are certain- 
ly the books of the Lord, we have 
both consented to its authority, 
we have both believed in them, 
we have both used them.” (De 
Unitate Ecclesiae) He writes 
further, “The Holy Scriptures, 
given by the inspiration of God, 
are sufficient of themselves for 


the preaching of truth.” (Au- 
gust. Contr. Gent. I.1) 
Gregory the Great wrote: 


“What is Holy Writ but a sort of 
letter from Almighty God to his 
creatures? Study, therefore, and 
daily ponder your. creator’s 
words, and learn God’s heart in 
God’s Words.” (Magn. Epist.) 
Theodoret wrote: “Indeed all 
Scripture is divinely inspired 
and useful. By using a distinc- 
tion, He [God] separated it from 
the writings of human wisdom. 
However, He called the Scrip- 
tures spiritual because divinely 
inspired. For by the grace of the 
Holy Spirit He spoke through 
the prophets and_ apostles.” 
(Epist. II ad Timotheum)

OFFICIALLY RECOGNIZED 
ROMAN CATHOLIC SOURCES 


Finally, Roman Catholic docu- 
ments, which the Redemptorist 
ghost writer passes over, either 
because of a mental lapse or be- 
cause of a deliberate oversight, 
conclusively show that the Ro- 
man Catholic Church officially 
teaches that God is’ the author of 
the Bible. 

At the Council of Florence 
(1438-1443), Pope Eugene IV 
“anathematizes the madness of 
the Manisheans . . . who said 
that one God was the God of the 


New Testament, another of the 
Old Testament.” (Denzinger En- 
chiridion Symbolorum) 

In April, 1546, the Council of 
Trent, at its fourth session pub- 
lished the following decree on 
the Canonical Scriptures: ‘The 
holy, ecumenical and_ general 
Council of Trent, lawfully as- 
sembled in the Holy Ghost... 
This [Gospel] of old, promised 
through the Prophets in the 
Holy Scriptures, Our Lord Jesus 
Christ, the Son of God, promul- 
gated first with His own mouth, 
and then commanded it to be 
preached by His Apostles to 
every creature as the source at 
once of all saving truth and rules 
of conduct. It also clearly per- 
ceives that these truths and 
rules are contained in the written 
books and in the unwritten tra- 
ditions, which, received by the 
Apostles themselves, the Holy 
Ghost dictating, have come down 
to us, transmitted as it were 
from hand to hand. Following, 
then the example of the orthodox 
Fathers, it receives and vene- 
rates with a feeling of piety and 
reverence all the books both of 
the Old and New Testaments, 
since one God is the author of 
both; ...” (Denzinger Enchiri- 
dion Symbolorum) 

More recently, at the third ses- 
sion of the Vatican Council held 
in 1870, Pope Pius IX issued his 
Constitutio de Fide Catholica in 
which he declared thusly: “These 
Books of the Old and the New 
Testaments as enumerated by 
the Council of Trent and given 
in the old Vulgate Latin edition 
are to be received, in their en- 
tirety with all their parts, as 
sacred and canonical. Now the 
Church does not regard these 
books as sacred and canonical on 
the ground that, though original- 
ly the product of simple human 
industry, they were afterwards 
approved by Her authority; nor 
again does She receive them 
solely on the ground that they 
contain revelation unmixed with 
error; but on the ground that, 
being written by the inspiration 
of the Holy Spirit, they have God 
for their Author.” (Denzinger 
Enchiridion) 

Lastly, Pope Leo XIII, in his 
Encyclical On the Study of 
Scripture, has succinctly penned 
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these words on the Divine 
Authorship of the Bible: “. . . 
For by His supernatural power 
the Holy Spirit so moved and 
impelled them [the prophets, 
apostles and evangelists], was 
so present to them whilst they 
wrote, that all that He bade 
them write and that only, they 
first of all rightly understood, 
then willed faithfully to write 
down, and finally expressed in 
fitting words and with infallible 
truth. Otherwise it could not be 
said that the Holy Spirit was the 
Author of the whole of Holy 
Scripture.” 

After careful scrutiny of the 
above quotations from sources 
which every Roman Catholic will 
have to recognize as valid, the 
reader may safely conclude that 
the Redemptorist ghost writers 
err miserably by stating that the 
Roman Church is the “mother of 
the Bible.” For it is God, and 
God alone Who is the Author of 
His Holy Word! 


WITH THE SUBTLETY 
OF THE SERPENT 


Just as the serpent by subtle 
suggestion tempted Eve to doubt 
the Word of the Lord, so the 
writer of this article for the 
Knights of Columbus dares to 
raise the question in the mind of 
the reader: “Is God’s Word 
true?” For after questioning the 
authorship of the Word, the 
writer states: “But we do not 
agree with the modern theory 
that the Bible is the one and only 
source of religious truth.” 

This again is a_ statement 
which is utterly contrary to the 
facts. We have already cited the 
evidences from the Scripture it- 
self, from historical sources, and 
from the official pronouncements 
of the Roman Church which no 
Roman Catholic dares to deny 
are authoritative that God Him- 
self is the Author of His Word. 
Since the reader must recognize 
God’s divine Authorship of the 
Bible, he must also then recog- 
nize the Bible’s claims for itself 
and the Roman Church’s teach- 
ing regarding the Bible. 

The Scripture testifies of God 
and His work: “Before the 
mountains were brought forth 
and the earth and the world were 
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born, and from everlasting to 
everlasting thou art, O God.” 
(Psalm 89:2) “In the beginning 
was the Word, and the Word was 
with God; and the Word was 
God.” (John 1:1) “And indeed 
his works were completed at the 
foundation of the world.” (Heb. 
4:3) “And he said to me, These 
words are trustworthy and true; 
and the Lord, the God of the 
spirits of the prophets, sent his 
angel to show to his servants 
what must shortly come to pass. 
And behold, I come quickly! 
Blessed is he who keeps the 
words of the prophecy of this 
book.” (Apoc. 22:6, 7) 

It is rather ridiculous to assert 
that the Bible’s claim for itself 
is a “modern theory,” in the 
light of the words of Scripture. 
But if these are not enough, let 
the reader be reminded once 
more of the Council of Trent: 
“This (Gospel) of old, promised 
through the Prophets in the Holy 
Scriptures, Our Lord Jesus 
Christ, the Son of God, promul- 
gated first with His own mouth, 
and then commanded it to be 
preached by His Apostles to 
every creature as the source at 
once of all saving truth and rules 
of conduct.” 


AN ADMONITION 


May we presume to admonish 
the Knights of Columbus and the 
Redemptorists who write for 
them with this final warning 
from the Scripture itself: “I 
testify to everyone who hears the 
words of the prophecy of this 
book. If anyone shall add to them 
God will add unto him the 
plagues that are written in this 
book. And if anyone shall take 
away from the words of the book 
of this prophecy, God will take 
away his portion from the tree 
of life, and from the holy city, 
and from the things that are 
written in this book.

Theirs is a world where people hunger and 
are sick for want of food and clothing, 
where many people are huddled together 
in huts and shacks, where walls are damp 
and roofs often leaking, where believers are 
sometimes “worked over” with knuckle 
dusters. 

“The earnings of a family may average 
$30 to $40 a month, not sufficient to buy 
potatoes, cabbage and black bread. When 
winter comes, unless someone moved by 
compassion provides for a ton of coal, the 
family may freeze. These conditions are 
typical, and all too prevalent. I saw it all 
with my own eyes.” 

How can the anguish of thousands be 
portrayed in a column of print? Why 
should our emotions not be stirred? Our 
Lord’s emotions were stirred when He wept 
over His people. What course is open to us 
whom God has blessed and prospered, but 
to share and keep on sharing with those 
who have not enough to keep life in their 
bodies, or faith and hope in their souls? 

For every case of need we publish 
there are a hundred just as urgent but un- 
publicized. Your continued fellowship in 
our spiritual and material ministry will be 
deeply appreciated.

The celebrated shrine at Lourdes 
is the number one pilgrimage center 
in Christendom, but the town of 
Lourdes exploits the shrine’s fame 
with a brazen tastelessness that is 
alarming French churchmen. Chief 
offenders are the dealers in pious ob- 
jects. In Lourdes, a Pyrenees town of 
only fifteen thousand inhabitants, 
but more than six hundred hotels, 
some five hundred eighty of the total 
seven hundred ten businesses deal 
solely in these gimmicky souvenirs of 
St. Bernadette Soubirous. 


Samples: neckties that glow at 
night with Bernadette’s image, wash- 
able plastic virgins in every size, 
corkscrews in the shape of Berna- 
dette adoring the virgin, fountain 
pens with peep-show virgins in place 
of the usual naked woman, three-min- 
ute hourglasses embossed with Ber- 
nadette telling the virgin how to time 
eggs. 

Even the waters that flow from 
taps in the grotto are exploited. “Go 
drink at the fountain and there wash 
yourself,” Bernadette is said to have 
admonished after reporting that the 
virgin had appeared to her in the 
grotto. Merchants have not forgotten 
a word of it: they sell plastic bottles 
artfully shaped like Bernadette or 
the virgin for carrying off the water, 
Bernadette-imprinted soap for wash- 
ing in it. Other “water” items: per- 
fume, throat lozenges, cakes and 
candy advertised as “made from 
water blessed by the Holy Father.” 


In this centennial year, pilgrims 
are expected to spend more than one 
hundred ninety million dollars on pi- 
ous objects. Even the smallest shop 
near the shrine is estimated to be 
worth almost two hundred thousand 
dollars to its owner. Lourdes has now 
even put hinges on its street signs 
to reroute traffic through a different 
area of town every two weeks so as 
to give each merchant an equal crack 
at the pilgrims.

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The Collection Plate 
Pays Off 


In Sydney, Australia, a Roman 
Catholic order has announced a lot- 
tery with a $425,000 hotel as the 
first prize. Protestant churchmen at- 
tacked it as showing “‘little concep- 
tion of the fundamental Christian 
ethics.” 

The Christian Brothers Order said 
yesterday it will sell three hundred 
seventy thousand tickets at one Aus- 
tralian pound ($2.24) each on the 
suburban hotel—which it bought— 
and six eleven thousand dollar homes. 
Profits will be used to expand the 
order’s training college in Sydney. 


A sharp debate flared up over the 
lottery as the New South Wales 
State Government held the drawing 
today on its third lottery to raise 
funds for the Sydney Opera House. 
With one hundred thousand tickets 
sold at five pounds each, first prize 
in this lottery was $224,000. 


Former secretary of the World 
Council of Churches, the Rev. M. 
MacKay of the Scots Church in Syd- 
ney, said of the Catholic raffle: “It 
is a disaster to have a leadership in 
a church that has so little concep- 
tion of the fundamental Christian 
ethics.” 

Rev. B. G. Judd, secretary of the 
New South Wales Council of 
Churches, called the church lottery 
“a most blatant example of that dan- 
gerous philosophy that the end justi- 
fies the means.” 

“This is a disgrace to the cause of 
Christian education and plumbs the 
depths of moral cynicism,” said Rev. 
McNeil Saunders, a Presbyterian 
leader. 

The Catholic spokesman in Sydney 
on moral issues, Dr. L. Rumble, de- 
fended the plan as more worthy than 
the opera house lotteries. He said the 
Christian Brothers’ movement pro- 
vides the basic foundation of educa- 
tion, whereas the opera house “gives 
only cultural luxury to what might 
be called highbrows.” 





“The Protestant clergymen must 
remember that they represent only a 
minority of the community,” Rumble 
said. “The vast majority do not agree 
with the attitude that there should 
be no raffles, lotteries, one-armed 
bandits or gambling of any kind,” he 
asserted. 

The state government approved the 
lottery as meeting all regulations.

Malice Toward Charity 


A serious schism in Saint Mary’s 
parish of the Roman Catholic Church 
here was revealed at Sunday masses 
when the pastor bitterly castigated 
a small group of women parishioners 
for defying his authority. 

The Very Rev. Peter McNerney 
gave notice in both his announce- 
ments and his sermon that “a small 
group” of women faced excommuni- 
cation unless they ceased their ac- 
tivity, and the same fate would be- 
fall any others who chose to follow 
them. 

This “small group,” said the Mon- 
signor, was attempting to organize 
a charitable organization which 
would be entirely under their own 
control and not subject to the priest’s 
authority. 

“They apparently do not trust 
me in money matters,” Monsignor 
McNerney said. He added that he had 
specifically ordered the leader of the 
group not to hold an organizational 
meeting, but she had defied him and 
held the gathering anyway. 


McNerney reminded his congrega- 
tion that this defiance was strictly 
against Church law and that the 
punishment was the most severe the 
church can administer—excommuni- 
cation, which carries with it denial 
of all the church sacraments. 

The priest did not define the exact 
type of organization the women plan 
— only that it was for charitable 
work. But no matter what its pur- 
pose, he said, it could not operate 
without the church unless by author- 
ity of the parish priest and the 
bishop and under their control. Quot- 
ing from the Bible, he said the Scrip- 
tures plainly give the pope, his bish- 
ops and his priests absolute control 
of all church activities, and parish- 
ioners were required to conform. 
McNerney’s sermon amplified on this 
point after he had explained the 
schism in his announcements. 

The Most Rev. Vincent S. Waters 
is bishop of the diocese of Raleigh, 
which includes Wilmington.

ROSS 


In the Roman Church, Catholics have to use the sign of 
the cross at home, in the church, in the school, and wherever 
they go. The sign of the cross has to be in every altar of the 
church, in every home, in every school, and on the roof of all 
Catholic churches. Every year on Good Friday, the priests 
have to take off their shoes and, after kneeling three times, 
kiss and worship the Holy Cross. Every member of the church 
does the same thing, but without removing their shoes. 

In other words, the cross has become more important than 
Christ Himself. And the same thing is happening in many 
Protestant churches today. Like Lot, who pitched his tent too 
close to Sodom, these bodies camp too close to the gates of Rome. 

The sign of the cross goes back to the days of Constantine, 
the pagan emperor who was supposed to have become a Chris- 


tian. Who was Constantine? 


Constantine was the son of 
Constantius Chlorus, by his first, 
informal marriage, called concu- 
binatus, with Helena, a woman of 
inferior birth.’ 

In the year 312, Constantine, 
who at the time was emperor of 
what is known as France and 
Britain, set out with his army to 
war against Maxentius, emperor 
of Italy, who, incidentally, was 
the brother of Constantine’s wife. 


When Constantine advanced 
against Maxentius, according to 
the account, he summoned the 
haruspices, or the gods of the 
country; but when the gods 
would not aid him, as he thought, 
one particular god urged him on. 
Somewhere along the way, at 
about high noon, Constantine was 
amazed to see in the sky a pillar 
of light in the form of a cross, 





on which was written the words 
“In hoc signo vinces,’ meaning 
“By this sign thou shalt conquer.” 

The following night Christ 
appeared to him in a dream and 
told him to make a banner bear- 
ing this heavenly sign and to 
carry it at the head of his army. 
Constantine saw—according to 
Lactantius, in a dream, and ac- 
cording to Eusebius, in a vision— 
a heavenly manifestation, which 
he believed described the cross or 
the monogram of Christ (Letter 
X). 

To begin with, let us take the 
simple matter of the place and 
the time where Constantine saw 
the vision and had the dream. 

Eusebius, in his Life of Con- 
stantine (L. ii, c. 28, p. 410), 
states that the emperor determin- 
ed to go against Maxentius only 
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after he had seen the cross, after 
he had the dream, and after he 
had set the cross-bearing banner 
at the head of his army. So Euse- 
bius definitely places the miracle 
before crossing the Alps. How- 


ever, Lactantius says in his 
treatise, “De mortibus persecu- 
torum” (c. 44, p. 999), that Con- 
stantine got his vision and dream 
after he had crossed the Alps 
and just before the decisive battle 
near Rome. Whom, then, are we 
to believe? 


WAS THE VISION FROM CHRIST? 


Constantine, prior to re- 
ceiving the vision, had been first 
of all a soldier, and then eventual- 
ly a general. In his private life, 
he had killed his own father-in- 
law, Maximiam Herculius. Re- 
ligiously, he was a worshiper of 
the sun, like other pagans of his 
day. Apollo was his patron 
“saint.” 

Let us suppose he was an 
ignorant man. Did Constantine 
show that he had done such things 
in ignorance and was at heart 
an honest and sincere man? 

Did he follow the example of 
Cornelius the centurion—repent 
of his past sins and obey Christ’s 
will by being baptized? 

Did he enter the field of 
gospel-preaching like Saul, who 
became the apostle Paul? 

Did he leave the Devil and 
his kingdom, as all true Chris- 
tians must do? 

Did he acknowledge that “the 
friendship of the world is enmity 
with God”? (James 4:4) 

The emphatic answer to these 
questions is No. 

Like the avaricious dictators 
of modern times, he coveted world 
domination with his whole soul 
and was not content until he was 
ruler of the Western world. He 
was a pagan all his life. Accord- 
ing to the Catholic Encylopedia 
(vol. 4, pp. 298, 299), he made a 
monogram of the name of Christ 
and placed it upon the labarum, 
the Roman pagan standard. In the 
dedication of Constantinople in 
330, the ceremonial was half 
Christian and half pagan. The 
chariot of the sun-god was set 
in the market place, and over its 
head was placed the so-called 
cross of Christ, while the Kyrie 
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Eleison was sung (another relic 
of paganism, according to Cardin- 
al Newman). 

Constantine was the first em- 
peror who enforced the large body 
of civil legislation on the Sun-Day 
rest. He was the first one to re- 
place officially the Lord’s Day for 
the Sun-Day, or the day of the 
Sun. The early Christians met 
together on the first day of the 
week for the celebration of the 
Lord’s Supper, as is indicated in 
Acts 20:7 and I Cor. 16:2, and 
it is called the Lord’s Day. In 
In the Didache (XIV) the injunc- 
tion is given: “On the Lord’s day 
come together and break bread 
and give thanks after confessing 
your sins, that your sacrifice may 
be pure.’ 

Constantine’s life was bilater- 
al—half Christian and half pa- 
gan. He pleased his pagan 
subjects and his so-called Chris- 
tian subjects. He rode well 
the horse of the state and the 
horse of the church. In other 
words, his life was the same be- 
fore the so-called vision of the 
cross and after—because we read 
that his second victim, after his 
prodigious dream, was his sister 
Anastasia’s husband, Bassianus 
by name. Next he killed his 
twelve-year-old nephew, Licinian- 
us, the son of his sister Constan- 
tina. His wife, Fausta, he killed 
in a bath of boiling water. Next 
was a friend named Sopater. Then 
his sister Constantina’s husband, 
Licinius, he murdered. Number 
seven on the list was his own son, 
his first-born, Crispus, whom he 
beheaded. 

People may call Constantine 
a “Christian,” but in the same 
context as they might call Mus- 
solini and Hitler and Franco 
Christian; but no such murderers 
will ever enter the kingdom of 
God. (Gal 5:21; I John 3:15) 


A FICTITIOUS CHRISTIAN 


Apologists who attempt to 
defend Constantine’s Christian 
qualities hail his victorious edicts 
issued from Rome in favor of 
Christians as proof conclusive of 
his conversion through the power 
of the cross. These highly adver- 
tised edicts in favor of Christians, 
however, offer absolutely no proof 
that the man had been converted. 
Long before he saw the vision 





of the cross, he proclaimed simi- 
lar laws throughout Gaul. His 
edicts were therefore an old policy 
he had already established. Let it 
be noted that this policy did not 
raise up and exalt the apostate 
Christianity above the other reli- 
gions and at their expense. The 
same religious freedom was given 
to all sects of those days. 

To say that his vision of the 
cross, or the dream that followed, 
in any way turned this imperial 
dictator away from his pagan 
ways is to deny and contradict all 
the facts in the case. After this 
pagan became supreme ruler as 
pontifex maximus, he watched 
over the heathen worship and 
protected its rights. Seven years 
after his vision he issued laws 
protecting the demon-worshiping 
soothsayers. Nine years after his 
vision he made the official dedica- 
tion of the first day of the week 
for special worship of the sun— 
dies solis, or sun-day. 

The idea that the Lord God Al- 
mighty commanded Constantine 
to make a military banner and go 
forth conquering in such a sign 
is wholly inconsistent and con- 
trary to God’s Word, the truth. 
God takes no sides in the conflicts 
between dictators of this world 
whose God and king is the Devil, 
for “the god of this world hath 
blinded the minds of them which 
believe not.” (II Cor. 4:4) “My 
kingdom is not of this world,” 
declared Christ. (John 18:36) 

In the alleged vision, did God 
tell Constantine to give up the 
sword lest he perish by the 
sword? (Matt. 26:52) Did He 
point out that His heavenly king- 
dom is the only hope of mankind? 
He did not. : 

Taking advantage of this su- 
perstitious trait of ignorant men, 
the Devil causes those who wor- 
ship him to communicate with 
the unseen demon forces. In 
ancient times it was a common 
thing for them to consult their

gods and to see visions and have 
dreams like those of Constantine. 
A modern case in illustration is 
that of Hitler, who also saw in 
his mad dreams a vision of a 
cross, the “Swastika,” which he 
interpreted to be the sign by 
which he should conquer the 
world. 
PAGAN OR CHRISTIAN? 


The most widely used reli- 
gious symbol is that of the cross. 
To both Roman Catholics and 
Protestants the cross is pre- 
eminently the symbol of Chris- 
tianity. However, when we delve 
into history, both sacred and secu- 
lar, we find that the cross is 
actually a pagan symbol and as 
such has nothing whatever to do 
with Christianity. 

First of all, note that the cross 
is far older and more widespread 
than is Christianity. States the 
Encyclopedia Americana: 


“The cross as a symbol dates 
back to an unknown antiquity. 
It was recognized in all countries 
throughout the world at all times. 
Before the present era the Bud- 
dhist and Druids utilized the de- 
vice. Seymour tells us: ‘The 
Druids considered that the long 
arm of the cross sybolized the way 
of life, and the short arms the 
three conditions of the spirit 
world, equivalent to heaven, pur- 
gatory, and hell.’ Prescott says 
that when the first Europeans 
arrived in Mexico, to their sur- 
prise, they found the cross, the 
sacred emblem of their own faith, 
raised as an object in the temples 
of Anahuac.’’* 

It is significant that the cross 
was considered a symbol of fertil- 
ity and life. Incredible? Not at 
all! There is ample proof.’ 

Recognizing the fact that the 
cross is indeed of pagan origin, 
let us examine the claim that it is 
a Christian symbol. The Scrip- 
tures fail to give a single instance 
wherein the cross was worshiped 
or reverenced, nor is there any 
other evidence that such was the 
case in the first two centuries of 
our common era. 

According to a Roman Catho- 
lic authority, “It may be safely 
asserted that only after the edict 
of Milan, A.D. 312, was the cross 
used as a permanent sign of our 
redemption. De Rossi positively 
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states that no monogram of 
Christ, discovered in the Cata- 
combs or other places, can be 
traced to a period anterior to the 
year 312.’ 

The Encyclopedia Britannica 
states that “the oldest crucifix 
mentioned as an object of public 
worship is the one venerated in 
the church of Narbonne in south- 
ern France as early as the 6th 
century.” (Vol. 7, p. 506) 

But perhaps you are thinking 
that even though the cross was 
not recognized as the emblem of 
Christianity during the first three 
centuries of the Christian era, 
surely Jesus was nailed thereon, 
was he not? 

There is no actual proof to 
that effect. The Greek word trans- 
lated “cross” in our popular Eng- 
lish version is stawros, which has 
for its primary meaning an up- 
right stake, pole, or pile. Accord- 
ing to the Catholic Encyclopedia, 
its Latin equivalent crux likewise 
originally referred to just a single 
pole, the word coming from a root 
meaning “‘to torment, to torture.” 
In view of these facts, a possible 
translation of stauros is torture 
stake, though historians may 
argue as to whether or not it had 
a crossbar. 

As for considering such a tor- 
ture stake the object of rever- 
ence and devotion, let us notice 
what the celebrated Jewish au- 
thority, Maimonides, of the 
twelfth century, has to say re- 
garding it: “They never hang 
upon a tree which clings to the 
soil by roots; but upon a timber 
uprooted, that it might not be an- 
noying plague: for a timber upon 
which anyone has been hanged 
is buried; that the evil name may 
not remain with it.” 

And in Vaticana Observationi- 
bus Illustrata, another authority, 
Kalinski, says: “Consequently 
since a man hanged was consider- 
ed the greatest abomination—the 
Jews also hated more than other 
things the timber on which he had 
been hanged, so that they covered 
it also with earth, as being equal- 
ly an abominable thing.” (p. 342) 

When Paul said, “God forbid 
that I should glory, save in the 
cross of our Lord Jesus Christ,” 
he added immediately, “by whom 
the world is crucified unto me, and 
I unto the world.” (Gal. 6:14) 





By this he meant that through 
Christ’s infinite humiliation in dy- 
ing for his sins, he was saved 
from the evil and corruption of 
this world and the slavery of sin. 
He was in no way exalting the 
cross as such or giving it honor 
or pre-eminence. It is noteworthy 
that he did not say “the cross, 
by which,” but rather “the cross 
of our Lord Jesus Christ, by 
whom.” The emphasis was always 
on Christ and His meritorious 
sacrifice: “For I determined not 
to know any thing among you, 
save Jesus Christ, and Him cru- 
cified.” (I Cor. 2:2) 

In Galatians 5:11, Paul spoke 
of the “offense of the cross.” 
Elsewhere he said that Jesus “for 
the joy that was set before Him 
endured the cross, despising the 
shame.” (Heb. 12:2) “And being 
found in fashion as a man, He 
humbled Himself, and became 
obedient unto death, even the 
death of the cross. Wherefore God 
also hath highly exalted Him, and 
given Him a name which is above 
every name.” (Phil. 2:8, 9) 

ee . AND FOLLOW ME “ 

In view of the foregoing, 
we should abandon all sentimen- 
tality for the cross and recognize 
it for what it really is—a pagan 
symbol, a symbol of shame, a 
symbol of sin. Nor should we re- 
gard the pole or stake on which 
Christ Jesus was impaled as holy 
or as an object of devotion, but 
we must view it as a detestable 
thing. 

As for the cross in its figura- 
tive sense, Jesus said, “If any 
man will come after me, let him 
deny himself and take up his 
cross and follow me.” (Matt. 
16:24) This does not mean hav- 
ing a gold representation of it 
hanging from one’s neck or dang]- 
ing from long cords at one’s side. 
It does mean being a faithful 
follower of Christ Jesus, willing 
to do His will, to endure suffering 
even as He did, since all those 
desiring to live with godly devo- 
tion in association with Christ 
Jesus will also be persecuted. (II 
Tim. 3:12) 

As for the actual, material 
cross according to the Catholic 
Encyclopedia “the so-called true 
cross of Christ was found in the 
mount Calvary by the mother of 
Constantine, and taken to Jeru- 
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salem by Constantine himself.” 
(Vol. 8 p. 238) 

Since that time, thousands 
upon thousands of pieces of such 
cross have been scattered over the 
earth for the veneration of devout 
but superstitious Roman Catholics 
and the enrichment of a greedy 
clergy. Relying on the persistent 
way in which the Roman Catholic 
clergy have disposed of the so- 
called “true cross,” history can 
prove that they have already dis- 
pensed with enough of it to fence 
in the state of Kentucky. But still 
the true cross is intact. What a 
miracle! 

Constantine saw the cross with 
the words, “By this sign thou 
shalt conquer,” and he went forth, 
humanly speaking, as a mighty 
emperor, conquering and to con- 
quer. Ever since that time his 


banner has been raised over a 
church half Christian and half 
pagan. 

The true Christian conquers 
not through the sign of a fiery 
cross or the charm of a jeweled 
crucifix but through the gospel 
of Christ, which is “the power of 
God unto salvation to every one 
that believeth.” (Rom. 1:16) 

“What shall we then say to 
these things? If God be for us, 
who can be against us? ... It is 
Christ that died, yea rather, that 
is risen again, who is even at the 
right hand of God who also 
maketh intercession for us. 

“Who shall separate us from 
the love of Christ? shall tribula- 
tion or distress, or persecution, 
or famine, or nakedness, or peril, 
or sword? ... Nay, in all these 
things we are more than con- 


querors through Him that loved 
us. 

“For I am persuaded, that 
neither death, nor life, nor angels, 
nor principalities, nor powers, nor 
things present, nor things to 
come, nor height nor depth, nor 
any other creature, shall be able 
to separate us from the love of 
God which is” not in the sign of 
the cross, but “in Christ Jesus 
our Lord.” (Rom. 8:31-39)

Facists- Clerical Honeymoon

We DO NOT NEED to re- 
hearse here the mutual compli- 
ments which the Vatican and the 
Duce exchanged periodically dur- 
ing the first three years of the 
dictatorship, from 1926 to 1928, 
or to mention the little scraps 
which came now and then to 
cloud the sky of that Fascist- 
clerical honeymoon. But we can- 
not pass over in silence two 
remarkable statements made late 
in 1926. The first belongs to 
Cardinal Merry del Val, who on 
October 31, while he was presid- 
ing as a Pontifical Legate at the 
celebration of the centennial of 
St. Francis in Assisi, said: 

“My thanks also go to him 
(Mussolini) who holds in his 
hands the reins of the government 
in Italy, who with a clear insight 
into reality has wished and wishes 
Religion to be respected, honored, 
practised. Visibly protected by 
God, he has wisely improved the 
fortunes of the Nation, increasing 
its prestige throughout the 
world.” 

. It seems clear to us that 
a great many provisions of the 





Lateran agreements (both the 
Treaty and the Concordat) imply 
and make obligatory extensive 
collaboration between the Church 
and the Fascist state. For 
instance, what is the meaning of 
the oath of allegiance to the state 
that all Italian bishops and parish 
priests are duty bound to take? 
An oath of allegiance to a totali- 
tarian state becomes in fact a 
totalitarian oath implying accep- 
tance of all authorities, laws, and 
policies of the state, as well as 
the duty of abstaining from all 
words and actions contrary to the 
tenets of the state. 


The cooperation of church and 
state is fully assured by the pro- 
vision that all appointments made 
by the Holy See to bishoprics and 
major benefices, as well as those 
to minor benefices made by the 
bishops, may be rejected by the 
Fascist government “for political 
reasons,” that is to say, all clergy- 
men so appointed must be chosen 
from among those who have pro- 
fessed Fascism and are devoted 
to the Fascist authorities. A 
clergy so chosen and placed in the 


key positions of the church, and 
paid either entirely or in part 
from state funds, could not fail 
to become one of the strongest 
supports of the Fascist totali- 
tarian state. 


This active cooperation of the 
Church in Italy with a regime 
which the Holy See denounced as 
pagan and immoral in its theories 
and practices and therefore evil, 
was made possible—nay, was im- 
posed upon Italian Catholics—by 
the Treaty and the Concordat 
negotiated and concluded by the 
Vatican. If the principles and the 
moral laws so well analyzed by 
Don Sturzo are valid, as we think 
they are, there is no justification 
for the policy of the Vatican to- 
wards the Fascist regime, just as 
there is no justification for either 
the approval or the silence of the 
Catholic moralists as regards the 
evil practices which Don Sturzo 
has rightly denounced. 


... Neither the historian nor 
the moralist can absolve the Vati- 
can of its responsibility in this 
tragic episode of the history of 
Italy and of the world. Theoreti- 
cal condemnations, as Don Sturzo 
tells us, are not enough when the 
authority which condemns at the 
same time cooperates and causes 
the people to cooperate with the 
evil that is condemned. (In What

University of Chicago, and the Uni- 
versity of California. 


American History Revised 
Responding to the plea of Pope 
Pius XII to “make Roman Catholic 
schools more Catholic,” a group rep- 
resenting thirteen religious com- 
munities met in Portland, Oregon, 
during the summer to conduct a six- 
weeks “curriculum workshop.”

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The Tempest Over 1960 


Bitter battles are already being 
waged over the Presidential election 
of 1960, on issues that were basic to 
‘his nation upon its inception over a 
century and a half ago. Currently 
the name of John Kennedy is being 
tossed about among political and 
social circles as a possible candidate 
for the presidency. Much has been 
made over the question of whether a 
Roman Catholic president would be 
free to act for the demands of the 
country or would be bound to serve 
first the interests of his church. 


A Unitarian minister has stepped 
firmly into the limelight by announc- 
ing his belief that a Roman Catholic, 
as long as he held to separation of 
church and state, might make a bet- 
ter president of the United States 
than some of the recent Protestant 
holders of the office. The Reverend 
Irving R. Murray, pastor of Pitts- 
burgh First Unitarian Church, stated 
that Catholic influence on a president, 
favoring racial integration, intelli- 
gent farm policies, economic justice, 
and international peace, would be all 
to the good, in his opinion. Further, 
he added, a Catholic president would 
be “under far stronger pressure than 
we have yet brought to bear on the 
White House to use the full powers 
of his office to see that all men are 
accorded the decency and dignity of 
equal opportunity.” 


He qualified his endorsement of a 
Roman Catholic president, however, 
by specifying that such a man would 
have to be “a man of uncompromis- 
ing devotion to the total separation 
of church and state.” The Reverend 
Mr. Murray is chairman of the Amer- 
ican Civil Liberties Union in Pitts- 
burgh. 

Roman priests and laymen cheered 
the statement as ‘‘a heartening bit of 
sense,” while the Reverend Walter 
Donald Kring, Unitarian minister in 
New York, took issue with the Rev- 
erend Murray and the Roman Church 
by stating, “America’s religious free- 
dom is jeopardized by the ‘organized 
power’ of Roman Catholicism.” Mr. 
Kring reminded his listeners of a 
recent proposal by Bishop Fulton J. 
Sheen that a large share of the Gov- 
ernment’s foreign aid program be 
channeled through the church’s for- 
eign mission staff. 


“What Bishop Sheen really was 
saying,” Mr. Kring declared, “was, 
let the church’s foreign missionary 
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work be subsidized as foreign aid 
money from the United States Gov- 
ernment.” Mr. Kring termed this 
type of thing the “most dangerous 
aspect of organized Catholic power 
as we now know it on the American 
scene.” 

Mr. Kring further attacked the 
Roman Catholic Church on its stand 
for a cooperative working agreement 
between church and state. “Catholi- 
cism,” he continued, “is seeking a 
position of special advantage so that 
the church may be made politically 
and economically more powerful. It is 
on the march to tap the seemingly un- 
limited coffer of public tax moneys.” 


One Man's Integrity Is Another 
Man's Poison 


Rev. Cyril P. Wagner, age fifty- 
one, and Rev. Joseph P. McCormack, 
sixty-five, Roman Catholic priests 
from the United States, set foot on 
American soil as free men recently 
after their release from five years’ 
imprisonment by the Chinese Com- 
munists on charges of “sabotaging 
China’s financial ordinances.” 

On their arrival in Hong Kong, 
first stop on the way home, they were 
interviewed by newsmen who report- 
ed Rev. Wagner as saying: 

“I do not deny the charges. I feel 
my sentence was a little long. I be- 
lieve two-and-a-half years would 
have been a more fair sentence. I did 
deal in black market currency.” 

Rev. McCormack protested the 
questioning of Rev. Wagner by news- 
men on the grounds that Rev. Wag- 
ner was ill and therefore not respon- 
sible for what he was saying. Rev. 
Wagner, however, again insisted to 
newsmen that he was not contesting 
the validity of the trial nor the right 
of the Communists to sentence the 
two men for their violations of the 
law. 


To Marry or Not to Marry 


Spanish Protestants held prayer 
services throughout the country re- 
cently to ask for Divine help in solv- 
ing the marriage problem, one of the 
most perplexing for Protestants in 
Spain. The national laws provide that 
Protestants may be legally married 
in a civil ceremony, but tie the 
strings effectively by declaring that 
“conversion to Protestantism is not 
in itself proof of non-Catholicism.” 
This, point out Protestant church offi- 
cials, means that many Protestant 
young people who want to marry can- 
not do so legally. 


Catholic Action with Teeth In It 


Roman Catholic business and in- 
dustrial leaders in the United States 
have spent the past year in planning 
and organizing a body to be known 
as the National Catholic Employers 
and Managers’ Association. Among 
the prominent businessmen taking 
an active part in the organization of 
the group were Frank A. Folsom, 
chairman of Radio Corporation of 
America; James J. Moore, assistant 
vice president of the Beech-Nut Life- 
saver Corporation; Robert S. Kra- 
ham, assistant vice-president of the 
Bankers Trust Company; and Hugh 
Sheridan, chairman of the New York 
City Trucking Authority. 

The group will function under the 
authority of an administrator ap- 
pointed by Francis Cardinal Spell- 
man, and will interpret for manage- 
ment the Roman Church’s position 
on such subjects as capital, labor, 
free enterprise, Socialism, etc. 


Absolution for Seditionists

man Catholic cathedral in Armagh, 
North Ireland, was revealed recently 
as the hideout of Irish Republic 
Army terrorists. Three alleged mem- 
bers of the outlawed band were found 
hiding in a confession box in the 
cathedral which is the headquarters 
of the Roman Church in Ireland. 


Christ of the Depths 


“Davy Jones Locker” was the set- 
ting for a unique religious procession 
held off the coast of Genoa, Italy, last 
August. Devout Roman Catholic skin- 
divers swirled at prayer about the 
base of the statue of Christ anchored 
there in thirty-five feet of water on 
the floor of the ocean. 

The statue, named the Christ of 
the Depths, was submerged four 
years ago in honor of sailors who 
died at sea. 


The Pope and the Psychiatrist 


In Vatican City Pope Pius XII 
warned that psychiatrists are not ex- 
empt from the “moral law.” “Unjus- 
tified intrusion of the psychologist 
into the inner personality, and the 
serious psychic damages which result 
for the patient must be deplored,” 
he stated. 

“Certain techniques,” added the 
Pope, “are illicit and there is a moral 
limit to how deep into the mind sci- 
entists can go. Certain secrets can 
absolutely not be unveiled, even to 
one prudent person.” The Pope de- 
clared that this also holds true even 
if the subject consents to such deep 
penetration. 
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AS PROTESTANTS, we have a 
noble heritage of which to be 
proud, and we have laid upon us 
a great responsibility towards 
those who shall follow after us. 
It is not enough to boast of a 
glorious past, we have a duty to 
the present and a responsibility 
to the future. The great Protes- 
tant Reformation of the sixteenth 
century is only of value for us 
today insofar as we are making 
the evangelical principles, which 
the reformers rediscovered and 
reaffirmed, practical in our own 
lives in this present generation. 

The words of the prophet Jere- 
miah come to us today with par- 
ticular aptitude and much force: 
“Thus saith the Lord, Stand ye 
in the ways, and see, and ask for 
the old paths, where is the good 
way, and walk therein, and ye 
shall find rest for your souls.” 
(Jer. 6:16) 

In a certain underground cave 
into which no light penetrates 
there have been discovered fish 
without eyes. The marks are 
there where once there were eyes 
in some far-off generation of the 
same species, but living for so 
many generations in dark sur- 
roundings, away from the bless- 
ings of God’s sunlight, they have 
lost the use of those eyes. 

So it is with all God’s gifts if 
they are neglected. So too, mod- 
ern Protestantism is in danger of 
losing its essential characteris- 
tics. It has become largely apolo- 
getic and fearful of offending 
those who differ from it in mat- 
ters of religion and doctrine.

gelical Protestantism so many, 
so well organized, or so insidious. 
Many of our young people are 
growing up without knowing the 
basic tenets of our faith. Today 
there is an urgent need to “stand 
... in the ways, and see, and ask 
for the old paths, where is the 
good way, and walk therein.” 


A merely traditional Protes- 
tantism which lives in a dead 
past, no matter how great or how 
glorious that past may have been, 
is of no avail for today. Yet that 
is the only kind of Protestantism 
which many know who call them- 
selves by the name of Protestant. 
They are not so in reality. Nor 
is a merely political Protestant- 
ism, which is more concerned in 
upholding a political party than 
in advancing the Protestant 
faith, of any real value. 

The only Protestantism which 
is worthy of the name is a living, 


virile, aggressive, evangelical 
force, a faith which is making its 
protest for, and _ its protest 


against, felt amid the exigency 
of this atomic age. 





THE REFORMATION 
A WATERSHED 


The Protestant Reformation is 
a great watershed in the history 
of the Christian Church. Yet to- 
day, four hundred years after- 
wards, it is a period about which 
there is much ignorance. It is 
imperfectly understood, or it is 
misunderstood and often mis- 
represented. 

It is frequently explained away 
as having been the result of the 
economic, social or political move- 
ments of its age. As a result, that 
grand word Protestant is often 
narrowed in its meaning. 

The Reformation sprang from 
a variety of Providential awak- 
enings of the soul and under- 
standing of different individuals, 
and from the divine over-ruling 
of political, social, economic and 
intellectual movements. The 
mighty movement itself was in- 
evitable. It cannot be attributed 
to any single cause other than 
the central, dynamic force of the 
opening of the Word of God used 
by the Holy Spirit. 
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The Reformation was the re- 
sult of the heart-cry of mankind 
as expressed by Bildad, the Shu- 
hite: “How then can man be jus- 
tified with God?’ (Job 25:4) 
This question of Bildad’s is a 
fundamental one which every 
true religion must answer, for on 
the reply given depends its claim 
to be a true religion. It was the 
question which Jesus Christ came 
to answer with His death on the 
cross and His resurrection. 


BASIC REASON FOR 
THE REFORMATION 


Bildad’s question gives the 
basic reason for the Reformation. 
The Roman Church had ceased 
to answer with Scriptural author- 
ity that question which sums up 
man’s deepest need, “How then 
can man be justified with God?” 

The failure of the Church of 
Rome to answer man’s spiritual 
craving and to lead him into the 
presence of God where he might 
find peace was the real cause of 
the Reformation. And it must 
never be forgotten that the Ro- 
man Catholic Church is still un- 
reformed and does not yet give 
to man the only adequate answer 
as to “How then can man be jus- 
tified with God?” 

As we stand in the ways and 
look back, as we ask concerning 
the old paths where is the good 
way, we see that Protestantism 
stands for four things: first, an 
open book; second, an open mind; 
third, an open access; and 
fourth, an open way. 


AN OPEN BOOK 


Martin Luther denounced the 
things he found to be erroneous 
in the Church of Rome, and as 
he was confronted with the choice 
between papal authority and the 
authority of the Word of God, he 
was gradually driven to the posi- 
tion that no practice or custom 
was valid which was contrary to 
what was plainly stated in Holy 
Writ. The decrees of popes and 
councils could not efface the Word 
of God. 

“Will you or will you not re- 
tract? they asked him at Worms, 
to which he replied: 

“Since you require a simple and 
plain answer, I will give you one 
without horns and teeth, and it 
is this. Unless I am convinced by 
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the testimony of Scripture or by 
the closest reasoning by means 
of the passages I have quoted, 
and unless they render my con- 
science bound to the Word of 
God, I cannot and will not re- 
tract, for it is unsafe for a Chris- 
tian to speak against his con- 
science.” 

Thus the Bible became the 
court of appeal for the Reform- 
ers. On it they based their cause 
and in it they found their raison 
d'etre. 


AN OPEN MIND 


Not only did the Reformers 
make their appeal to the author- 
ity of the Scriptures, but they 
also translated them into the ver- 
nacular and put them into the 
hands of the common people. 
They believed that people could 
read, and should read and under- 
stand the Scriptures for them- 
selves. To use the words of the 
old familiar phrase, they believed 
in the right of private judgment. 

That is a right which the 
Church of Rome repudiates and 
denies. It declares that the Bible 
is not for private interpretation, 
but can only be read and under- 
stood through the Roman Church. 

This right of every man to have 
an open mind and to think for 
himself is stated in the words of 
the Westminster Confession of 
Faith which says: “God alone is 
Lord of the conscience and hath 
left it free from the doctrines 
and commandments of men which 
are in any way contrary to His 
Word, or beside it, in matters of 
faith or worship, so that to be- 
lieve such doctrine, or to obey 
such commandments of con- 
science, is to betray true liberty 
of conscience; and requiring of 
an implicit faith, and an absolute 
and blind obedience, is to destroy 
liberty of conscience, and reason 
also.” 

James Douglas, in his novel, 
The Unpardonable Sin, says, 
“What you have been you have 
been, what you have done you 
have done, but what you are is 
what you choose to be. No spirit 
can take away your power over 
yourself.” 

It is the inalienable birthright 
of every man in all matters of 
faith and practice to act under 
the dictates of his own private 








judgment as guided by his own 
conscience, directed by the Holy 
Spirit, and illumined by the Word 
of God. 


AN OPEN ACCESS 


Dr. Dale, of Birmingham once 
said that “the ultimate principle 
of Protestantism is that the soul 
of man has direct access to God.” 
We would go further and say 
that not only is it the ultimate 
principle of Protestantism but 
that it is the vital essence of re- 
ligion. 

The breach between Luther and 
the Roman Church finally came 
about because Rome denied to 
men that right. The Reformation 
meant the breaking down of the 
Roman barriers which kept the 
soul of man from having direct 
access to his God. 

The Reformation cleared away 
the man-made obstructions to 
God and brought to light once 
more man’s free access to God 
through Christ and not the 
Church; free access to God 
through Christ and not the sacra- 
ments; free access to God through 
Christ and not the clergy. 

Protestantism insists that re- 
ligion is a personal matter be- 
tween the individual soul and 
God. No third person, no human 
priest can or dare intervene. 
Each seeking soul deals directly 
and personally with God, and God 
in turn, deals directly with that 
soul. 

When Livingstone was leaving 
for Africa he addressed these 
words to the undergraduates of 
Cambridge University: “Gentle- 
men, I go to open the door into 
central Africa. It may be that I 
shall perish in the attempt. I be- 
seech you, gentlemen, see to it 
that the door is never closed!” 

“Behold,” says God, “I have set 
before thee an open door, and no 
man can shut it.” (Rev. 3:8) The 
Reformation reminds us that we 
should honor no man’s presump- 
tion that he can bar the door 
which God has opened for us. 


AN OPEN WAY 


The great battle cry of the Ref- 
ormation was, and still is, “The 
just shall live by faith.” (Rom. 
1:17) This was the truth in 
which the early Christian Church 
believed, the doctrine which Paul 
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and the other apostles taught. 
The Reformation pulled away the 
curtain of mystery that had en- 
shrouded the Way of Life and 
had kept the Word of God from 
the eyes and understanding of 
men. 


“For the scripture saith, Who- 
soever believeth on him shall not 
be ashamed. For there is no dif- 
ference between the Jew and the 
Greek: for the same Lord over 
all is rich unto all that call upon 
him. For whosoever shall call 
upon the name of the Lord shall 
be saved. 


“How then shall they call on 
him in whom they have not be- 
lieved? and how shall they believe 
in him of whom they have not 
heard? and how shall they hear 
without a preacher?... 


“So then faith cometh by hear- 
ing and hearing by the word of 
God.” (Rom. 10:6-14, 17) 

The mighty Reformers redis- 
covered for man his Spiritual 
Charter for human rights and 
his freedom to proclaim God’s 
precious promises and privileges 
to this and to succeeding genera- 
tions. 


It is for Protestantism today 
to cherish this priceless heritage, 
and hand it on unspoiled by des- 
potism, for tyrants will seize and 
destroy that which we neglect to 
honor. 

The prophet Isaiah speaks for 
God in these words, “This is the 
way, walk ye in it,” (Jsa. 30:21), 
and the apostle Paul tells us to 
whom the way is open, Who 
opened the way, and who may 
walk in it: 
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Ireland.

I WAS BORN in the Philip- 
pines and reared in a Roman 
Catholic family. From my earli- 
est recollections it was drilled 
into me that the Protestants are 
going to hell; that Protestantism 
was founded by a man called 
Martin Luther; and that there- 
fore, it is a man-made religion to 
be abhorred by God and man. 

The priests taught me that 
the Roman Catholic Church with 
the pope as its head is the only 
true church and place of salva- 
tion, and that it was founded by 
Christ on the apostle Peter. Thus, 
with rigid training from church 
leaders and instruction from my 
parents, I seriously contemplated 
becoming a priest. I felt that sal- 
vation would be certain if I fully 
served the Roman Church. 


But when World War II broke 
out my plan to become a priest 
was frustrated. Instead I worked 
on our farm with my father. I 
learned to gamble, and raising 
fighting cocks became my absorb- 
ing sideline. Before long I was 
addicted to wine and “tuba.” On 
Sundays I attended mass to pray 
that I should be lucky in the card 
game after church and that my 
cocks would win in their fights. 

The patron saint of the farm- 
ers is San Isidro Labrador, and 
it has always been the practice 
of our family to plant rice during 
his feast day, May 15. God was 
an unknown Being to us. We 
worshipped in a church, but we 
did not know whom we wor- 
shipped, for we offered our 
prayers and praises to the saints 
and the Virgin Mary. I was truly 
ignorant of God, the Creator, and 
had never experienced Him in 
my personal life. 

During the days of liberation 
from Japanese occupation, it was 
my great privilege to be invited 
by a Protestant minister to at- 
tend services with the soldiers of 
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the American army. Then, for 
the first time in my life I heard 
the Chaplains proclaiming the 
great Truth that Christ the Lord 
is the Saviour we need. 


In those meetings a Bible was 
placed in my hands, the first 
time I’d ever held one, and in 
spite of the fact that I was un- 
accustomed to their form of wor- 
ship I enjoyed listening to the 
choir. Their singing seemed to 
lift me up into heaven. 

In my reading of the Bible 
given to me I came across a verse 
which made me tremble as _ it 
touched the inmost chord of my 
heart. “For all have sinned and 
come short of the glory of God.” 
(Rom. 3:23) In spite of the fact 
that I was a member of the 
church which claims to be the 
“true church,” and had practiced 
my religion all my life, I had 





never heard or seen such a state- 
ment before. It convicted me of 
sin and made me think of my 
soul’s salvation and eternal des- 
tiny. I realized that I was a 
sinner in the sight of God. A 
terrible restlessness came over 
me and I had no peace. I was 
truly a lost soul, like a ship with- 
out a rudder floating toward a 
treacherous shore. 


In search of peace I continued 
to read the Bible religiously, and 
like a good Roman Catholic, was 
faithful in attending mass. The 
priest preached about the virtues 
and godly example of the blessed 
Virgin Mary, but he never spoke 
of the “wages of sin.” Instead, 
he taught that the Bible is not 
the complete and final authority 
on faith and morals, but that 
the traditions of the church are 
equally authoritative.

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However, as I faithfully read 
the Word, I could no longer ac- 
cept what the priest was teach- 
ing for the complicated rulings 
of the Roman Church actually 
contradict the teachings of 
Christ. The Holy Spirit con- 
vinced me that there could be no 
contradiction of the Word of God 
and that therefore such contrary 
teaching must be error. One of 
the traditions of the Roman 
Church which is glaringly false 
in the light of Scripture, is that 
Mary is co-redeemer with Christ. 
The apostles and the early Chris- 
tians did not accept it and there 
is no foundation for it in the 
Scriptures. According to the 
evangelist Matthew, that kind of 
belief and worship is vain, for 
he records the words of Jesus 
Who said: “This people draweth 
nigh unto me with their mouth, 
and honoureth me with their 
lips; but their heart is far from 
me. But in vain they do worship 
me, teaching for doctrines the 
commandments of men.” (Matt. 
15:8, 9) 

The Lord Jesus Christ is the 
only Saviour I learned from the 
inspired Word as I read: 
“Neither is there salvation in 
any other: for there is none other 
name under heaven given among 
men, whereby we must be 
saved.” (Acts 4:12) Mary has 
no power to mediate for Paul 
writes: “For there is one God, 
and one mediator between God 
and men, the man Christ Jesus;

(I Tim. 2:5) 

As I continued reading and 
searching the Bible I came across 
the simple verse in Acts 16:31 
which answers the question, 
“What must I do to be saved?”

I felt that Jesus’ 
words, “Go ye into all the world 
and preach the gospel to every 
creature,” (Mark 15:16) com- 
missioned me to share my faith, 
and I could not remain silent. 

Then finally, the big question 
in my mind had to be resolved: 
How could I remain faithful to 
the Roman Church and yet be 
true to my Saviour, when their 
teachings are contrary to each 
other? The church of my parents 
teaches that salvation is by 
works and by church member- 
ship, while Christ says that it is 
through faith in Him alone. 

It was at this juncture that I 
severed my relationship with the 
Church of Rome and. identified 
myself with Protestantism. I had 
accepted the “gift of God” and 
become a part of the true body 
of believers through faith in Him 
Who died at Calvary and tri- 
umphed over death by His resur- 
rection. 

In reading in the book of 
Corinthians and in Revelation I 
became further convinced that I 
was not only justified in leaving 
the Roman Church but that it 


was imperative for me to do so, 
for God’s Word says, “And what 
agreement hath the temple of 
God with idols? for ye are the 
temple of the living God; as God 
hath said, I will dwell in them, 
and walk in them; and I will be 
their God and they shall be my 
people. Wherefore come out from 
among them (the Roman Catho- 
lic Church), and be ye separate, 
saith the Lord, and toueh not the 
unclean thing; and I will receive 


you.” (IJ Cor. 6:16, 17) 

“And I heard another voice 
from heaven, saying, Come out 
of her, my people, that ye be not 
partakers of her sins, and that 
ye receive not of her plagues.” 
(Rev. 18:4) As a believer in the 
finished work of Christ and 
knowing the Bible to be the Word 
of God, I could not remain within 
the Roman Catholic Church if I 
wanted to escape the punish- 
ments she will receive for the 
sins she has committed. 

I thank God that I am now a 
free man; no longer am I under 
the bondage of the Roman 
Church, caught in a web of ritual 
and tradition. My eyes have been 
opened to the Truth. Jesus de- 
clared: “‘And ye shall know the 
truth, and the truth shall make 
you free... . If the Son therefore 
shall make you free, ye shall be 
free indeed.” (John 8:32, 36) 

On February 12, 1946, I left 
the Roman Church to accept 
Christ’s call to follow Him in the 
glorious ministry of proclaiming 
the wonderful message of salva- 
tion through Him who is the 
Way, the Truth and the Life, and 
for the past six years I have been 
a pastor of the United Church 
of Christ in the Philippines. 

I have written this short testi- 
mony with the hope and prayer 





that all who read it will be 
brought to know Christ, Who 
alone is the way of salvation. It 
may cost the love and companion- 
ship of friends and family to 
break with the church of one’s 
background, but we can more 
easily afford to lose possessions 
and prestige than to lose our 
soul, “For what shall it profit a 
man, if he shall gain the whole 
world, and lose his own soul?”

Since my main task was concerned with university people, I did 


not get anything like a systematic and comprehensive view of the 
mission field or of the national churches. However, I did the best I 


could, within the time at my disposal, to meet and talk with as many 


missionaries and national pastors as possible. Sketchy and impression- 


istic as my observations must be, I feel I must present them such as 
they are, partly because of the importance of the subject, and partly 
because of the widespread ignorance of our church people about that 
subject. Many church people know as little about missions as I did 


before my trip. 


MISSIONARIES ON FURLOUGH do 
not do a good job of explaining 
what they are doing. They fail to 
convey to the people back home 
the variety and complexity of 
their work, the magnitude of 
their achievements and their fail- 
ures, the weight and the intricacy 
of their problems, and the pro- 
found significance of the evan- 
gelical faith in the context of a 
foreign culture. Whatever other 
causes there may be, I suspect 
that most of them have lived 
abroad so long that they lose the 
capacity to perceive what is dif- 
ferent and unique in their work, 
and the situations with which 
they deal acquire the peculiar in- 
visibility of that which is com- 
pletely familiar. 


WHAT MAKES 
A MISSIONARY? 


Every churchman in the United 
States who believes in missions 
realizes that missionaries need a 
strong Christian faith and solid 
theological preparation. A mis- 
sionary has to know that faith in 
order to propagate it, but it is 
not enough merely to have the 
faith. He is a minister who hap- 
pens to be in a foreign country 
instead of his own, and he needs 
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the same kind of training for the 
ministry in addition to a knowl- 
edge of a great many other things 
which are relatively much less 
important at home. 


He must be a jack-of-all trades. 
It is necessary, for example, that 
he be a good mechanic. He has 
to drive a jeep, truck, or station 
wagon over long distances, and if 
anything goes wrong with his 
machine, he will have to have the 
spare parts with him and the 
knowledge to do his own repair 
work for there is no one to whom 
he can turn for help. It is equally 
necessary that he be something 
of a doctor and carry with him 
many drugs if he is to protect 
himself, his family, and his pa- 
rishioners from disease. He must 
be a linguist in order to communi- 
cate with his people, and his 
knowledge of the language should 
be on several levels to take care 
of the cultural] differences he en- 
counters. Only thus can he avoid 
mistakes such as that of an 
American missionary who urged 
his flock to bring their sweet- 
hearts and loved ones. Unfortu- 
nately, he used the literal transla- 
tions of these words and said 
queridas (mistress) for “‘sweet- 
hearts” and amantes (which 


means a married woman’s lovers) 
for “loved ones.” 

The missionary has to be a so- 
ciologist who knows customs and 
folkways so that he will not al- 
ienate and shock those whom he 
is trying to win over and to 
please. He needs to be something 
of a real estate man, for he will 
sooner or later get involved in 
building programs. 


COMPLEXITY OF

But these are only the exter- 
nals of his job. There is also a vast 
process of emotional and intellec- 
tual adaptations which must take 
place if the missionary is to be 
effective. Like the Master whom 
he serves, he has to identify him- 
self with those with whom he 
works. This means that he must 
accept many inconveniences re- 
garding lodging, heat, food, and 
transportation which, in the 
United States, would be regarded 
as downright hardships. If he 
has a car, servants, and a stove, 
he is living on a higher standard 
of living than those whom he 
serves. He must rid himself of 
that feeling of superiority which 
most Americans possess. Repress- 
ing it will not work because it 
will show in one way or another 
and be sensed by his flock. 

As the years go by, he will see 
his children grow up as nationals 
of the country to which he is sent, 
speak English with a Spanish or 
Portuguese accent, marry local 
girls, and be lost to the United 
States. Each succeeding furlough 
will accentuate a sense of remote- 
ness from home and he will come 
to realize that his real roots are 
no longer in the United States. It 
is the old, old story of the disciple 
who had heard the call of Christ 
and has given up everything— 
friends, parents, comfort, secur- 
ity, country—to respond to it. I 
am not suggesting that our mis- 
sionaries have made these sacri- 
fices grudgingly. Quite the con- 
trary. But it is important that 
our own people realize the mag- 
nitude of the adjustments re- 
quired of missionaries so that we 
might appreciate their work and 
be careful not to encourage those 
who wish to become missionaries 
but are incapable of making such 
adjustments. 
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Another characteristic of our 
missionary effort which is not un- 
derstood in our country is that 
much of it is a big enterprise 
which calls for the concerted ac- 
tivity of many types of people. 
The work of a mission often re- 
quires the services of physicians, 
nurses, teachers, airplane pilots 
and mechanics, language special- 
ists, treasurers and administra- 
tors. Some missionaries are really 
diplomats who know governmen- 
tal procedure and personnel, and 
who use this knowledge to obtain 
permits, clearances, certifications, 
and numerous other papers and 
documents without which mis- 
sionary work would come to a 
standstill in countries smothered 
by bureaucratic red tape. All 
these varied activities and people 
of different accomplishments and 
backgrounds demand a high de- 
gree of organization, constant re- 
lations with mission boards back 
home, and real team work. 

In other words, we must not 
think that all missionaries are 
individually inspired preachers 
sallying forth singly or in pairs 
as did the disciples and apostles 
in New Testament times or in 
the pioneer West of our country. 
Such missionaries do exist, of 
course, but mission work has 
changed with the times. Much of 
it—and I say this with all due 
respect—is big business using 
the techniques of modern social 
organization and the latest sci- 
entific equipment. 

I do not mean to suggest that 
all missionaries measure up to 
the standard I have indicated. I 
met some who certainly did not. 
Some lack ability and would have 
been just average or even below 
average had they stayed home. It 
is unfortunate that they should 
have been permitted to leave for 
the foreign field. Obviously, if 
they lack the imagination, mag- 
netism, and drive to succeed in 
their own home environment, it 
is hardly to be expected that they 
would do better in a foreign one. 

Some lack spiritual power. 
They do not have that divine 
spark, that contagious and irre- 
sistibly attractive spirit of Christ 
which pierces through the crust 
of indifference, infuses new 
strength in the weary and the 
discouraged, and rises above the 
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cares of this world. They are too 
ordinary. Some lack a clear and 
consistent theology which is 
needed to resolve doubts, answer 
questions, and grapple with secu- 
lar philosophies. Such mission- 
aries can never penetrate the 
more cultured classes of South 
America and are incapable of 
helping the more intellectual 
South Americans with their prob- 
lems. There is a sphere in the life 
of Christian people which theol- 
ogy alone can reach, and to sup- 
pose that the narration of a 
multitude of religious experiences 
is a substitute for definite and 
rationally held religious convic- 
tions is a serious error. 


SOCIAL CONSERVATISM 


Another element of weakness 
which I encountered among some 
missionaries is the conservatism 
of their message. By “conserva- 
tism” I do not mean theological 
conservatism. What I do mean is 
a social conservatism which re- 
duces Christianity to a code of 
purely personal conduct and ig- 
nores the social and political im- 
plications of the Christian faith. 
Many Protestant missionaries are 
trying to inculcate a narrowly 
puritanical conception of morals 
for which an absolute ban against 
all forms of alcohol and tobacco 
is a symbol. They defend this 
conception by saying that Prot- 
estants must be externally and 
therefore visibly different from 
the surrounding Roman Catholic 
population. 


This strikes me as fraught with 
danger and smacks of pharisee- 
ism. You cannot teach justifica- 
tion by faith and then behave as 
though justification is by works. 
Such a position is particularly 
ill-advised in a Latin civilization 
in which the drinking of wine is 
almost universal and surrounded 
by all sorts of moral, social, and 
aesthetic checks. It means throw- 
ing an unnecessary obstacle in 
the path of prospective South 
American Protestants and which 
is right now causing much re- 
bellion among national pastors 
and laymen. We should follow the 
example of the Council of Jeru- 
salem and refrain from imposing 
upon others a yoke which we our- 
selves were unable to bear and to 
remember the admonition of the 


Apostle Paul that the Kingdom 
of God is not meat and drink but 
joy and peace in the Holy Ghost. 
On the other hand, to ignore 
social and political movements in 
a dynamic and revolutionary situ- 
ation such as exists in South 
America is also a very bad mis- 
take. Too many of our mission- 
aries carry with them not only 
the Christian Gospel but also the 
ideology of the Republican party 
on economic and political matters. 
Whatever we may think of the 
validity of this ideology in the 
field of our own domestic politics, 
its appearance in a South Ameri- 
can context is simply grotesque. 
Its effect is to produce the im- 
pression among South Americans 
that Protestant Christianity is 
not interested in social justice 
and political reform. We are 
thereby throwing away our 
chance to win over the idealistic 
and progressive forces of South 
America and abandoning them to 
the various secular ideologies, 
among which Marxism is one, 
which now dominate them. 


PROTESTANT FAILURES 
IN SOUTH AMERICA 


The creation of indigenous and 
truly national Protestant churches 
in South America is the obvious 
purpose of our missionary work 
on that continent, and the degree 
to which it has achieved this may 
be regarded as the measure of its 
success. This is not in any way 
to disparage the ecumenical ideal. 
Christianity is a universal re- 
ligion which cannot and should 
not be confined to any one nation 
or group of nations. However, 
Christianity has to be integrated 
with national cultures and tra- 
ditions in order to reach the peo- 
ple who espouse them. This is 
particularly important in this 
nationalistic age. As long as Prot- 
estantism continues to be a 
foreign movement reflecting a 
foreign mentality and mode of 
feeling, our missionary effort 
cannot succeed. With two excep- 
tions, Protestantism in South 
America has not thus far over- 
come this handicap. 

This is obvious is a number of 
ways. Evangelical bookstores dis- 
play religious books which are 
almost entirely translations from 
English, German, and French. 
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South American Roman Catholics 
and freethinkers, who are on op- 
posite sides on so many issues, 
agree that Protestantism is for- 
eign and they often say that it 
is contrary to the Latin mind and 
temperament. Even South Ameri- 
can Protestants will sometimes 
say the same thing. 


In Peru the number of converts 
is small and the few Protestant 
churches are struggling for exis- 
tence in a land long notable for 
its conservatism and traditional- 
ism. In Chile, various Protestant 
denominations have been at work 
for years with pitiful results. The 
Protestant churches of Chile have 
neither the membership nor the 
wealth necessary to support their 
ministers adequately, to maintain 
a seminary in which to train 
ministers, or to put out publica- 
tions that could be used by their 
Sunday Schools. I visited a num- 
ber of churches and came away 
with the feeling that they are 
deeply divided among themselves 
and lack the dynamic force to 
grow. There are several magnifi- 
cent individuals in them, but they 
are only individuals rather than 
part and parcel of a growing 
movement. 

In Argentina the situation is 
peculiar in that Protestantism is 
imprisoned by language barriers 
and has not broken out beyond 
the minority groups of foreign 
origin in which it exists. There 
are, for example, some one hun- 
dred thousand so-called Anglo- 
Argentines who belong to Episco- 
pal or Presbyterian churches. 
The ancestors of these people 
came over from Great Britain 
some four or five generations ago 
and their descendants, though 
they are native-born Argentine 
citizens who speak perfect Span- 
ish and who occupy important 
positions in the economic life of 
the country, continue to use Eng- 
lish among themselves, to inter- 
marry among themselves, and to 
lead a completely segregated 
church life. 

These foreign-oriented Protes- 
tants rationalize their lack of 
evangelism by saying that Roman 
Catholics are Christians already 
and hence stand in no need of 
conversion. Whatever justifica- 
tion there might be for such a 
comment as applied to British or 
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American situations, it is in itself 
an eloquent commentary on their 
alienation from Argentine life 
and their ignorance of the true 
nature of South American Cathol- 
icism. As is true of all churches 
who do not respond to the cate- 
gorical demand of the Great 
Commission, these churches have 
only one future: extinction. 
Eventually, these hyphenated Ar- 
gentines will become assimilated 
and they will lose their Protes- 
tantism along with their foreign 
orientation. 








The Flag at Half Mast 


THE POWER OF THE ROMAN CATHO- 
Lic CHURCH over many of our large 
cities was demonstrated during the 
last week of May in the City of Chi- 
cago. I happened to be in the city 
at the time the body of Cardinal 
Stritch was brought home. It is not 
difficult to understand, in a city of 
such a large Catholic population, why 
two hundred fifty thousand people 
lined the route from the air-port to 
the Roman Catholic Cathedral on 
that day, but I was shocked to see 
the City Hall and all other civic 
buildings draped in mourning, and 
the American flag at half mast. 

I think I am right in believing 
that the death of no Protestant lead- 
er in America would result in civic 
buildings being draped, because of 
his relationship to the Protestant 
Church; but there are many cities in 
our nation where this could take 
place upon the death of a Roman 
Catholic prelate.

It is all too evident that in Ar- 
gentina as in Uruguay, Chile, and 
Peru, our missionaries have been 
unable to acclimatize and natura- 
lize Protestantism. They barely 
touch the periphery of national 
life and manage to hang on to a 
precarious existence. 

When they are asked why they 
have failed in Spanish America 
whereas their colleagues in Brazil 
have so notably succeeded, they 
usually reply by contrasting the 
Spanish character which they de- 
scribe as harsh and _ intolerant 
with the Portuguese character, 
which is said to be easy-going and 
open-minded. To this explanation 
some historical factors are occa- 
sionally added, such as the fact 


that the Spanish had to drive the 
Moors out of the Iberian penin- 
sula, whereas the Portuguese did 
not; that the Inquisition was at 
work in Spanish America but not 
in Portuguese America. This ex- 
planation in terms of national 
character and history strikes me 
as very unconvincing. I find it 
inconceivable to believe that the 
brilliant, intense, and dedicated 
Spanish soul cannot be induced 
to embrace the Protestant faith 
with its emphasis on personal 
commitment which is so in keep- 
ing with the characteristic Span- 
ish predilection for everything 
that is personal. It is far better 
to face the unpleasant fact that 
our missionaries have not known 
how to present the Protestant 
faith to people of Spanish culture 
in terms that they could under- 
stand and accept. 


PROTESTANT SUCCESSES 
IN SOUTH AMERICA 


By no means has all the Prot- 
estant effort in South America 
been in vain, using the strength 
of national churches as the cri- 
terion of success and failure. I 
have personally observed two 
major breakthroughs, one in 
Chile and the other in Brazil. 

The breakthrough in Chile has 
been achieved by the Pentecos- 
tals. The Pentecostals of Chile 
grew out of the Methodist 
Church. The founder was a Chile- 
an Methodist pastor who became 
dissatisfied with his denomina- 
tion, left it, and launched a move- 
ment of his own. Its origin ac- 
counts for the official title of this 
church, the Inglesia Metodista 
Pentecostal de Chile, but it is 
otherwise entirely separate and 
different from the Methodist de- 
nomination from which it sprang. 

I had never heard anything 
about Pentecostals in the United 
States. I did hear references to 
them in Peru, most of them criti- 
cal, particularly regarding their 
“speaking in tongues” which was 
described as jabber. 

‘Whatever it is,” said a mis- 
sionary, “it isn’t Spanish.” 

In Chile I was told that Pente- 
costals were given to violent emo- 
tional outbursts like screaming 
and dancing in the aisles. But I 
was also told that they were the 
fastest growing Protestant de- 
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nomination in Chile and already 
have more members than all the 
other denominations put together. 
Such a success in a Spanish- 
speaking country naturally 
aroused my interest and so, at 
my request, it was arranged that 
I would visit the main Pente- 
costal church in Santiago and be 
given an opportunity to speak at 
one of their services. 


SACRIFICES OF THE POOR 


The Pentecostal Church is lo- 
cated in one of the poorest sec- 
tions of the city. Since the mem- 
bership is poor, they built it with 
their own hands to cut down the 
cost. Obviously, no architect had 
anything to do with it and the 
building is certainly not beauti- 
ful. Though large, it is already 
inadequate for the growing mem- 
bership and the people were 
packed in there with their chil- 
dren sitting on their laps. They 
pooled their meagre resources 
and bought a fleet of busses to 
bring them to church because 
their large families could not pay 
city bus fares. The busses looked 
old and battered, but they did the 
job. The church could not afford 
an organ, so those who had musi- 
cal instruments—mostly violins, 
guitars, and accordions—brought 
them to the service. There was no 
heat of any kind, but the people 
sat close together and their en- 
thusiasm made them forget the 
cold. 


There is no question but what 
these Pentecostals participated in 
the service with great fervor. 
They sang with a vigor that is 
rare in Protestant churches. I 
watched for the emotional ex- 
cesses I had been told about and 
found them. Some people were 
jumping up and down, dancing in 
the aisles, clapping their hands, 
screaming and moaning. How- 
ever, out of the two thousand 
people who were present, only 
about fifty were carrying on in 
this manner. I could not help but 
admire the way in which the rest, 
whose response was not at all 
excessive, treated these few. 
They helped them with gentle 
hands to reach the aisles and you 
could see that they understood 
with their hearts the need of 
those few to express their reli- 
gious emotion. 
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They were told who I was and 
why I was in South America. 
When I rose to speak, all two 
thousand of them stood up and 
stretched their arms out to me. I 
was taken completely by surprise. 
For a moment I wondered if it 
was the fascist salute. But I saw 
that they held out both arms as 
though to clutch me to their 
bosom. When I looked into their 
faces, I understood that this is 
just what they meant, that they 
were accepting me as a brother. 
I spoke as simply, directly, and 
biblically as I could. The re- 
sponse was warm and intelligent. 
I particularly noticed that every 
reference to the Bible was recog- 
nized and understood, which is 
something one does not find even 





Trek to the Vatican 


Many warnings have been issued 
against the World Council of 
Churches because it is leading to a 
total union of churches, including 
Catholic, in which case there would 
be only one head. Protestants stoutly 
deny the possibility. 

The New York Times, however, 
reports Roman Catholic editor, Dr. 
Sheerin, as saying that he hoped the 
unity movement amongst Protestant 
churches would be so successful that 
it would bring them into the Vatican 
fold.

among highly educated non- 
Protestant South Americans. It 
was evident that study as well as 
emotion plays a part in their re- 
ligious life. I learned afterwards 
from other sources, some of 
which were critical, that the 
Pentecostals also practice what 
they believe. There is universal 
agreement that they are honest, 
thrifty, and hard working to a 
degree far beyond that charac- 
teristic of most Chileans. 


THE SECRET OF SUCCESS 


Brief though my contact with 
the Pentecostals was, I think I 
know why they are succeeding 
where so many have failed and 
why, far from receiving any sup- 
port from U.S. mission boards, 
they are themselves sending mis- 
sionaries to other South Ameri- 
can countries. 

One reason is that they have 
discovered that the Gospel means 


the good news and have experi- 
enced that joy which Christ 
promised to his disciples. In an 
editorial in Chile Pentecostal for 
April-May 1956, the following 
explanation was made: 

“IT was a Protestant for seven 
years before I was converted, 
and when I was converted, it was 
not because of any sermon but 
because of the joy I saw in the 
faces of two young people. Never 
had I seen such joy reflected in 
the face of anybody in my 
church, nor in that of the officers 
of the church, nor in that of the 
minister.” 

Another reason is that they 
have discovered the meaning of 
fellowship and, through it, de- 
veloped a concept of the church 
which is remarkably like that 
found in the New Testament. 
Gone is the customary South 
American distrust. Gone is the 
feeling of forlornness which per- 
vades the lowest classes of Chile 
condemned to life-long poverty 
and insignificance. I thought of 
the words of the Apostle Paul: 
“Now therefore ye are no more 
strangers and foreigners, but 
fellowcitizens with the saints, 
and of the household of God.” 
(Eph. 2:19) They had each other 
because each had Christ. 

A third reason is that the 
Pentecostals root themselves in 
the Bible. They read it, study it, 
meditate upon it. Their maga- 
zines are full of biblical quota- 
tions and biblical thinking. Like 
all people who take the Bible 
seriously and try to pattern their 
lives by it, they are transformed 
by it. It is easy to find fault with 
some of their interpretations, e.g. 
on faith healing and speaking in 
tongues, but the Bible is acces- 
sible to the uneducated as well as 
to the intellectuals, and, as one 
of the Psalms says, can make 
wise the simple.

Dear Mr. Scott: ... Before go- 
ing any further, I must inform 
you that I was never ordained a 
Roman Catholic priest and have 
not claimed to have been. At this 
time I shall not go into my rea- 
sons for rejecting ordination other 
than to say that my conscience 
would not allow me to go through 
with something in which I no 
longer believed. As for my status 
in the Dominican monastery, I 
took all my three years of Phi- 
losophy and completed my theo- 
logical training in the original 
fountain of St. Thomas Aquinas’ 
Moral and Dogmatic Theology. 


I also must make it clear that 
today, as when I left the monas- 
tery of my own volition in 1927, 
I challenge any and all of the 
members of the Roman Catholic 
Church to bring even the smallest 
charge against my personal integ- 
rity. It may be of interest to you 
to know that I was only twenty- 
three years old when I was made 
professor of Church History in 
the Dominican Order, and that all 
through the years of my studies 
I was the Mayor of the student 
body in the monastery. 

The arrogant tone and the bar- 
baric attacks and the unscrupu- 
lous insinuations of those such as 
this man O’Brien are utterly re- 
pugnant and you are at liberty to 
express this to him if you care to 
do so. No decent person would 
stoop so low as to bring such mali- 
cious charges without any 
grounds for them, and especially 
without even knowing the person 
he accuses. Anyone who is famil- 
iar with the fibre of which these 
modern Pharisees are made can 
only have pity for them. 

I have never been engaged in 
exposing the conduct and _ be- 
havior of the Roman Catholic 
clergy and have never written de- 
tails of what I witnessed inside 
and outside the monastery during 
the seven years of my monastic 





life in the Dominican Order of 
Peru. In my writings I deal with 
the system and the Roman Catho- 
lic hierachy’s stand in matters of 
religious freedom, democracy, 
public education, and allied sub- 
jects. This individual’s assump- 
tions can only be prompted by 
malice or ignorance and neither 
one is excusable. 

History speaks without bias of 
the moral conditions of the Ro- 
man Catholic Church. The his- 
torian Wolfgan Menzel said that 
“the monks are only poor in the 
bath, obedient at table, and chaste 
at the altar ... the abbots have, 
by means of their poverty, become 
the wealthiest proprietors; by 
means of their obedience, mighty 
potentates; by means of their 
chastity, the husbands of all the 
women.” 

John von Goch said at Mechlin, 
that the nuns “did what the devil 
was ashamed to think.” Speaking 
of the era that preceded the Ref- 
ormation, the Dominican histo- 
rian Father Bede Jarrett said: 
“The name of Alexander VI was 
so infamous for the many evils of 
his reign—his own unsavory life, 
the scandals of the Papal Court, 
the infamies of his son, Cesare 
Borgia, the ill-legend of Lucrezia, 
the persecution of Savonarola— 
that in his reign the seculariza- 
tion of the Papacy seemed to have 
been completed.” 

What Savonarola, Luther, Cal- 
vin, and the other reformers were 
denouncing in their day are still 
to be denounced today. The Ro- 
man Catholic Church has not 
changed. In this matter Rome is 
“Roma semper eadem.”

Roman Catholie 
Monopoly 


Dear Sir: I am enclosing clip- 
pings from our local newspaper 
which is owned and operated by a 
Roman Catholic. The newspaper 
has a monopoly in this city of 
110,000. They have never missed 
a chance to use their columns as a 
propaganda tool for the Roman 
Church. This was particularly evi- 
dent in a recent school bond refer- 
endum to build several new grade 
schools and a high school. 

The referendum was defeated 
almost entirely by the efforts of 
the newspapers which sowed the 
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seed of suspicion and confusion 
in the mind of the voters. This 
and the small percentage of Ro- 
man Catholic voters was enough 
to defeat it. Every worthwhile 
civic organization, including the 
Ministerial Association was for 
the new schools. As you can see 
by the enclosed clippings, the 
thinking people are quite stirred 
up, but the newspapers are now 
content to ignore the whole situa- 
tion as though it never existed. 
They do, however, print letters 
to the editor. 

The local citizens are extremely 
puzzled by the stand taken by the 
newspapers. They even went 
against the Mayor whom they 
elected in much the same manner. 
He is a Protestant, but his op- 
ponent was a friend of the evan- 
gelicals. Rockford is at least 75% 
Protestant with a large Scandi- 
navian population. 

Please let me know if this situa- 
tion has a parallel anywhere else 
in this country. Also, could you 
provide some facts to show that 
the official or un-official aim of the 
Roman Catholics is to undermine 
the public schools whenever and 
wherever possible.

[now CHRISTIAN HERITAGE], so 
why this tantrum. Perhaps be- 
cause the truth hurts and makes 
people angry instead of making 
them free. 

Since I assume you are a 
Catholic, you should not be 
throwing stones, for the Roman 
Catholic Church has the blackest 
and the bloodiest record of all 
churches. In fact, the Catholic 
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Church is not really a bonafide 
church, it is rather a gigantic 
business organization where ev- 
erything is for sale. It uses re- 
ligion as a cloak to hide its greed 
for power and its avarice for 
wealth. And don’t tell me I am 
bigoted and know nothing about 
it because when I was altar boy 
I sold indulgences for the Church. 





Tax Exemption for 
the Pope 

The Christian Brothers, a Roman 
Catholic order which operates a num- 
ber of high schools in the U.S. has 
filed suit to recover $490,000 in taxes 
paid to the Internal Revenue Service 
under protest as a result of a recent 
tax ruling that it is not a “sacerdotal 
order.” Its members are lay brothers 
and not priests, the IRS held. 

The tax represents the Federal 
levy on profits since 1952 from the 
brandy distillery and winery operat- 
ed by the order at Napa, California. 
Under its corporate name, De La- 
Salle Institute, the order has brought 
suit for recovery of the money. 

De LaSalle Institute, in its petition 
to the Federal district court at San 
Francisco, has contended that the 
tax is improperly levied since “all 
property of the plaintiff is church 
property, subject to the control of the 
Pope.” 

Protestants and Other Americans 
United for Separation of Church and 
State announced that it will file a 
legal brief in the U.S. court for 
Northern California asking that Fed- 
eral courts declare all commercial 
business activity of churches or 
church-related groups subject to “un- 
related business tax.” 

Paul Blanshard, special counsel for 
POAU, said: 

“Christian Brothers wine and 
brandy is distributed by Fromm and 
Sichel, a seventy per cent-Seagrams- 
owned subsidiary. Thus, the religious 
exemption of the Christian Brothers 
from unrelated business taxes could 
give a tax advantage to America’s 
largest commercial producer of whis- 
key.”

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Slavery and Catholicism

In the days since World 
War II, the Roman Catholic 
Church in America has taken 
impressive measures to woo the 
Negro population. She has had 
to recognize that if she is ever to 
accomplish her aim to “make 
America Catholic,” she will have 
to win the Negro as well as the 
Caucasian and the Oriental, for 
the influence of the Negro in 
America is a power to be reck- 
oned with by any group seeking 
control. Whether the race as a 
whole will consent to become a 
tool in the hands of the American 
hierarchy of the Roman Church 
yet remains to be seen. 

For the Roman Catholic 
Church, this policy of recognition 
to the Negro as a member of the 
human race is a relatively new 
one. Author Miller relates that 
the very first acknowledgment 
by the Roman Church (and that 
only by inference) that the mem- 
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bers of the Negro race were in- 
deed human beings, was made 
with the publication in 1840 of 
Pope Gregory XVI’s Apostolic 
Letter “concerning the not car- 
rying on the trade in Negroes.” 
However, it was not until after 
the close of the Civil War when 
she was assured that ultimately 
the rights of Negroes would be 
recognized, that the Roman 
Church made any gestures in 
their direction. 

The author of Slavery and 
Catholicism has spared no pains 
to amass a wealth of documenta- 
tion, largely from Roman Catho- 
lic sources relating to his subject, 
and has paid particular attention 
to the Civil War period. He ex- 
poses the attitudes of the Roman 
Church regarding slavery which 
are hardly in accord with the 
present day “bulwark of democ- 
racy” whitewash now being used 
so extravagantly. 

Furthermore, Mr. Miller 
proves that the _ ecclesiastical 
colossus meddled in the affairs of 
State during the Civil War to an 
extent that exceeds the imagina- 
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tion and sorely grieved President 
Abraham Lincoln. He leaves no 
room for doubt that the Roman 
Church took measures to assure 
that the southern side of her 
bread was lavishly spread.

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PAROCHIAL SCHOOLS AND CRIME 


Chief among the devices of the Catholic Church to 
isolate its youth from childhood contact with non- 
Catholics is the parochial school. To justify in the eyes 
of Catholics the necessity of having these ‘hothouses of 
Catholicism,’ the Roman hierarchy condemns as godless 
the democratic public school system that knows no dis- 
tinction of color, race or creed. Typical of such denunci- 
ations is that of Jesuit Father Francis P. LeBuffe: 

“Thanks to our godless American public school, 
which is un-American, we have a generation to- 
day which does not know God.” (N. Y. Times, 
May 17, 1943.) 

Much concern is felt today over juvenile delinquency 
that is increasing at an alarming rate. This is particularly 
true of New York City. Juvenile court records, however, 
flatly contradict Catholic propagandists who glorify pare- 
chial schools at the expense of the American public 
school system. According to the admission of Father 
George B. Ford, Roman Catholic chaplain at Columbia 
University, more than three-fifths of the juvenile delin- 
quents recently arrested in New York City, were Roman 
Catholics. As quoted in the newspaper PM of last Febru- 
ary 29, he declared: 

“During the first four months of 1943, 64 percent 
of the juvenile delinquents in Children’s Court 
were Catholic. This means the Catholic Church 
has something to be greatly concerned about.” 

This is a grave indictment of Catholic education, in 
view of the fact that only one-fifth of the total popula- 
tion of New York City is Roman Catholic. 

The above was first printed 14 years ago, in the May 
1944 issue of “Converted Catholic." Do you think this 
span of time has improved conditions in favor of the 
Roman Church?
